HANGING FIRE 


Negotiations between the Central’ 
Government and the recaleitrant lead- 
ers of Kwangsi appear to be hanging 
fire. Yet it is dificult to see how the 
‘obduracy of the two generals can be 
Tong maintained. ‘They have suffered 
‘another serious defection in the sub- 
mission of the chiet of thelr Air 
Force to General Chiang Kai-shek. 
‘The suggestion that by delaying deci- 
sions. they may embarrass the plans 
entertained by General: Chiang Kal- 
shek for proceeding with the con- 
solidation of Kwangtung appears to 
be far-fetched. General Chiang Kai- 
shek has placidly carried out the 
Installation of the new administration 
at Canton. Thus the preliminaries 
for the important national event 
to. take place in the Autumn 
may be sald to be unfolding them- 
selves, Indeed there is considerable 
hope that General Chiang Kai-shek 
will be able to give the People's 
National Congress the chance of 
‘establishing the constitution, and the

Government, with General Chiang 
Kai-shek as'the outstanding igure, 
was installed at Nanking under 
the right-wing of the | Kuom- 
intang.Peiping and _Shanghat 
were saved from Communist 
Gominance. General Chiang Kal- 
Hhek entered Pelping on July 3, 
1028, The Nationalist flag flew 
everywhere south of the Great Wall 
and. General. Chang Hsueh-liang 
three days later, signalized at Pel~ 
ping the sympathies of his govern~ 
ment with the armies under General 
Chiang Kai-shek. This unity was 
purely ephemeral. Before long, 
Tebellion was active in Kwangsi 
and, in the North, General Chiang| 
Kal-shekhad to grapple with a situa 
tion which eventually resulted in 
civil war between the armies of 

















Nanking and those of General Yen 
Wol-shan and General Feng Yu- 
hslang, Again, in Peiping, the 


Manchurian forees put the seal on 
Nanking's success and later, the 
"Young Marshal” reaffirmed | his 
loyally to the Kuomintang. ‘The 
National People’s Convention of 
May 1931 produced » dissension 
which culminated in the open 
secession of Canton, ‘There fol- 
lowed the catastrophe in Manchuria 
and the events, which arising out of 
the "Mukden Incident,” drew world 
attention once more to China's 
diMculties, Unity still Ingged. 
General Chiang Kai-shek, firmly 
entrenched in his position as the 
chief military adviser of the Gov- 
‘ernment, rapidly came to the fore 
asthe main inspiration of its 
policy. Except for two brief 
perlods of voluntary withdrawal— 
from August 1927 to January 1928 
and from December 1931 to 
January 1032—he has been virtual 
iy the prime minister of China as 
well as the Generalissimo. Col- 
Teagues have been associated with 
him but it has been to him that 
they have looked for leadership 
and decisions. Recent events have 
suddenly cut the gordian knot of 
dissension between Nanking and 
Canton, Kwangsi alone is recal- 
citrant, ‘The former regime in 
Kwangtung has disappeared. 
Goneral Chiang Kai-shek has thus 
eon able to return to the City 
whence his Odyssey of 1026 started. 

Dramatic emphasis must inevit- 
ably mark the occasion, yet General 
Chiang Kai-shek is probably too| 
shrewd an observer of political and| 
military movements to allow him- 
self the luxury of over-confdence. 
‘The sudden deflance of the South 
under cover of a pseudo-patriotic 
desire to Inunch war on Japan, col- 
lapsed in amazing fashion. General 
Chiang Kal-shok and his colleagues, 
met that threat with appropriate 
military dispositions and, no doubt, 
political arrangements which, how- 
ever costly in themselves,” were 
calculated to save money in the 
Jong run and avert bloodshed, In 
spite of their knowledge of the 
desperate financial straits of 
Kwangtung, they must have been 
surprised at the celerity with 
which the trump cards fell into 
their hands. Barely a month 
ago, the idea of General Chiang 
Kal-shek being able, with Madame 
Chiang Kai-shek, to arrive in Can- 
{on by air, just as, two years ago, he 
made personal visits to the West, 
North-West and North of China, 
‘would have been dismissed as im- 
practicable. To-day It seems to be

cagerly in that sense. He is acutely 
aware that the political and military

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Nanking in the South is not free 
from anxieties and doubts. Apart

ernment, the changes in Kwang- 
tung’s administration have brought 
thelr inevitable perplexities and 
disappointments. The old regime 
is not mourned. Reliable reports 
of astronomical figures which in- 
dicate the drain of the provincial 
resources to the personal enrich- 
ment of former Kwangtung officials, 
}who maintained banking accounts in 
Hongkong, graphically betokened 
fa gross mishandling of public funds 
{to the public disadvantage. For all 
that, Kwangtung has set consider~ 
able store by the Central Govern- 
ment's declaration of its intention 
to preserve effective provincial 
autonomy in. the reorganized pro- 
vince, In other words, it has been 
understood that the appointment of 
Central Government officials will be 
effected with full regard to the 
prior claims of local talent. More- 
over it has been implicitly agreed 
that, in the main, Kwangtung’s own 
military forces will be solely charg- 
ed with the duty of defending| 
Kwangtung. 

‘The Kwangsi threat to the

intention of General Li Tsung-jen 
and General Pai Chung-hsi to 
maintain their provincial authority 
lagainst the Central Government by. 
force of arms have necessarily com~ 
pelled General Chiang Kai-shek to| 
modify the original plans. How far'| 
this emergency has arisen from a1 
Imperfect appreciation of the 
strength of the Kwangsi leaders’ 
personal position, it is not possible 
for outsiders to estimate. As this

CONFIDENCE STICKS

A correspondent—his pseudonym 
veils long business experience in 
China and an industrious study of 
[Chinese affairs—considers that the 
Tack of confidence to which, the 
other day, this journal attributed 
Some of the woes of Shanghal’s real 
estate market, requires more ex-| 
planation than is derived from the 
exposed defects of the new 
mortgage law. In brief he refuses 
to give the Chinese Government 
credit for honesty of intention or 
faction and, realizing that no remedy 
fcan be prescribed for such a state 
‘of things, holds that the restoration | 
fof confidence is an impossibility. 
‘The point of view is valuable, not 
because it is necessarily justified, 
but because it undoubtedly reflects 
fan opinion which is to be found 
among Chinese as well as among 
foreign business men. The for- 
cigner may argue that, if Chinese 
fake up this atltude, he ean hardly’ 
be blamed for following sult, but 
he is apt to forget that the very 
conditions which make it difficult 
for him to trust the Chinese Gov~ 
ferment must operate to discount 
‘Chinese opinion on that particular 
issue, Nevertheless the lack of 
confidence must be admitted on the 
grounds adduced by the frankly| 
essimistc critic, and it may be 
Useful to subject his views to a 
friendly analysis. His chief trouble 
arises from fear of the stability of 
the Chinese dollar. He is not, pre~ 
sumably, attaching importance to 
the quaint performances of specula- 
tors during the last. year—per- 
formances which have lea in 
certain cases to the undignified | 
position of “holding the baby.” He 
definitely accuses the Government 
of obliquity in that, “by a stroke of 
the pen,” its currency reform 
scheme of November last knocked the 
dollar down from 1s 6¥2d to 182444. 
Ho takesno account of the peculiarly 
dimeuit conditions created from 
‘August 190 onvwards by America's 
silver policy. Although it cannot| 
be pretended that that artifical en- 
hancement of the price of sliver 
was the root cause of China's cur~ 
rency troubles, it must be agreed 
That, 0 quote the authoritative 
opinion of the National City Bank 
of New York, it “made it vastly 
more diMieult for China to find 
some way of adjusting herself to 
the situation.” 

‘Again, he correspondent scems 
to. Imagine that the decision to 
stabilize the dollar round about 1s 
24d was an arbitrary action 
inspired by no scientific. direction. 
Without doing more than making 
passing note of the fact that at the 
time of the. introduction of the 
scheme the dollar had calastrophi- 
cally fallen far below 1s 6d and 
Seemed to be on a slippery slope, 
it'may be prosaically recalled that 
the rate of stabilization coincided 
with the average rate of the 
exchange value” of the dollar 
for the previous five years. 
‘Therein the Chinese Government 
may claim to have followed pre- 
cedents provided  elsewhere—not- 
ably" in India where Sir Basil 
Biacketts eighteen penny rupee 
was based on a two-year average. 
Tneldentally this disclosure at once 
refutes the suggestion that uncert- 
ainty regarding the exchange rate 
is a specially potent source of mis- 
trust at this moment.

A GREAT TRIUMPH

On all points 
Germany has been equal to the 
demands made upon her. She hi 
done more: In former Olympi 
Games—from 1896, the year of| 
thelr modern revival, onwards—|

Ger~ 
many was to have staged the sixth 
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Olympic Games in 1916, The War 
intervened and those games were 
not held until 1920,” Then, at 
‘Antwerp, they were resumed as 
the seventh of the series, in con- 
ditions of diMculty but producing 
such remarkably satisfactory, stan- 
dard of achievement that thence- 
forward international enthusiasm 
[became firmly mobilized. ‘The eighth 
Olympic Games at Paris in 1924, 
the ninth at Amsterdam in 1928 
and the tenth at Los Angeles in 
1932, showed a crescendo of in- 
terest and proficiency. In all these 
contests German athletes played a 
modest part. ‘The startling achieve~ 
ment which has placed Germany at 
the head of the unoficlal roll of 
/honour this year is therefore all the 
more creditable. It will be hailed 
by all nations as a fully-earned 
reward for a truly hospitable con~ 
tribution to international sport. 
‘The United States of America has 
30 consistently shone in these 
Games that her easy leadership of 
the visitors would hardly evoke 
comment, were it not that the 
American victories have been ex- 
ceptionally brilliant and convine- 
ing. Her wonderful team of 
Jathietes. have demonstrated once 
again that in all-round prowess 
they still can challenge the world, 
‘Naturally the Marathon Race at~ 
‘tracts major attention because of 
the traditions honoured in the 
Olympic Games and the intrinsic 
merit of the race as a test of en- 
durance and stamina,  Japan— 
disappointed perhaps at the strong 
Jencroachment on her swimming 
honours by Holland, in particular 
has considerable ground for 
satisfaction in Kiteo Son's victory 
in the Marathon—a victory which 
‘was all the sweeter because Sharyu 
Nan, another young Korean 
runner, was separated from the 
winner only by the Englishman 
[Ernest Harper who came in second. 
Apart from Germany and the 
United States of America, other 
nations divided honours’ among 
themselves with reasonable even- 
ness, Betwoen Hungary, Italy, 
Finland, Sweden, France, Holland, 
Great Britain, Japan and Austria 
there has been little to choose in 
the tale of points carned. Close 
fon their heels came another group 
of countries, thus amply showing. 
the amazing development of sport. 
throughout the world. India—on the 
third successive occasion—asserted 
her supremacy at hockey.

Moreover it is underst 
that the Chinese team were unfor~ .

acclimatization and the expert 
‘American trainers were disposed to 
be highly critical of the British 
team’s disregard of that factor by 
postponing their arrival in Berlin 
‘until the last minute. 

‘The sporting festival thus brought 
to @ successful conclusion after a 
fortnight’s pageantry of brawn, 
sinew and grace, has rendered 
notable service. In the past the 
clash of international rivalry in 
sport has sometimes raised 
animosities which have compelled 
critics to ask whether such meet 
ings do not harm rather than 
improve international relationships. 
Determined efforts by the various 
Olympic Committees and the in- 
culeation of the competitors more 
firmly with the true spirit of 
sportsmanship have done much to 
dissipate thoso fears, ‘There has 
been a gratifying absence of really 
Serious controversy. Once or twice 
the note of interrogation has been 
1a trifle vocal, but it is safe to say 
‘that this meeting has been freer 
from “incidents” than any of its 
predecessors, Lord Aberdare, him- 
self a fine exponent of the grand 
‘old game of tennis—not the Wim- 
bledon varlety—and a good all- 

ind_ sportsman, has borne tes- 
timony to the spirit which has pre- 
vailed. He may have gone beyond 
his brief in referring to the political 
significance of the present régime 
in Germany and it will be admitted 
that most of the visiting teams— 
especially the American, British 
Jand French—have disclaimed con- 
cern with any but athletic and 
social issues. Nor will it be denied 
that national policies can hardly 
be deflected or modified by setting 
young men and young women on 
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tho same running track or plunging 
them into the same swimming pool. 
‘Yet an event which draws together 
young people of all nations in 
friendly exploitation of the ameni- 
ties of sport has great importance 
{in that, t should assist in improving 
‘that international -understandi 
which, in the last analysis, hi 
much ‘bearing on the direction of 
national policy, The great thing 
4s that the process is not one-sided. 
The visitors to the Olympic Games 
have learnt much from the Ger~ 
many which has so generously 
entertained them. ‘They must also, 
In some measure; have pald their 
seot by teaching Germany in turn. 
On that ground alone Herr Hitler 
and his countrymen who have 
made this festival so magnificent a 
symbol of goodwill are to be con- 
gratulated and thanked, May the 
Influence of that goodwill be 
enabled to assert itself for the 
‘eventual elimination of distrust and 
bitterness now hampering the pro- 
ress of the world to-day.

‘The poacher proverbially makes 
a good gamekeeper. Herr Joachim 
von Ribbentrop, having been an 
extra-diplomatic representative of 
German opinion in Great -Britain 
as the special personal envoy of 
Herr Hitler, is now to be formally 
invested with full rank as German 
Ambassador to the Court of St. 
James, in succession to the late 
Herr von Hoesch, In his important 
‘but less clearly defined office which 
brought him "recently into clos 
contact on most friendly terms 
with certain leading personalities, 
in Great Britain, Herr von 
Ribbentrop was charged by British 
liberal critics with having exceeded 
the bounds of discretion, in that, 

among other vagaries, he wi 
credibly reported to have lent aid 
to w disreputable campaign against 
tho present British Ambassador in 
Berlin, Sir Bric Phipps, Alter all 
the chief responsibility for that 
breach of good taste must rest on 
the shoulders of the British 
partners who, with the best 
intentions but the worst judgment, 
thought fit to undermine the posi- 
tion of an able and devoted servant 
of their country, Fortunately they’ 
failed and Herr von Ribbentrop 
may fairly plead a foreigner’s 
inability to assess British political 
values in mitigation of his share in 
the intrigue, ‘The British Govern- 
ment has evidently accepted him 
as persona grata in the capacity 
of German Ambassador — and 
perhaps the contretemps attending 
Herr von Ribbentrop’s unofficial 
divagations will be found to have 
furnished him with a useful lesson 
fov future guidance. Personally he 








commands considerable respect. 
and popularity in Great Britain 
and as he enjoys Herr Hitler's 


confidence to an exceptional degree, 
his mission should be beneficial to 
Anglo-German relations, He comes 
at a time of portentous happenings. 
‘The stability of European peace is 
ai{stake, Landmarks are crumbling. 
If there is no Congress dancing, 
certain Powers show a tendency to.

"The weakening of the authority 
of the League of Nations has pre- 
sented European statesmen with a 
difficult problem, British opinion 
however divided on certain issues 
strenuously resists the idea of 
returning to the creation of blocs. 
Last month Sir John Simon speci 
fleally warned the country that the 
division of “Europe into combina- 
tlons of Powers opposed to cach 
other would create the very condi- 
tions which in 1914 plunged the 
world into disaster. ‘Thus the fear 
of that possibility arising from the 
Austro-German — pact blessed by 
Italian acquiescence induced Great 
Britain, France and Belgium to 
exert all their” powers of com- 
promise and persuasion to bring. 
Italy and Germany into conference 
with them at Brussels, ‘The invita~ 
tion has been accepted and 
diplomacy now has to determine| 





the lines of approach to the pro- 
jected meeting. Unless a genuine 
‘effort is made to consolidate: 
friendship between Germany, 


France and Great Britain, Europe| 
is in grave danger of being split 
up into three blocs: West Europe 
(Great Britain, Franee, Belgium 
and Holland) Central Europe (Ger- 
many) and Eastern Kurope (Rus- 
sia). Franco-British unity would 





Peace in the West with German 
cooperation, ‘but it is exceedingly, 
doubtful whether it would cither| 
be able or prepared to undertake| 
the formidable task of averting] 
disturbance of the present artificial 
boundaries in Central Europe. 
‘That is why British policy, with! 
French concurrence, sels such store 
by a revival of the League's control. 
‘The course of the  insurrection| 
in Spain has dramatically revealed 
the conflict of policies .in Europe 
generally, With the military rising 
German and Italian sympathy| 
has becn clearly displayed. Its 
exceedingly strong chances _ of 
success ‘have aroused apprehension | 
‘among the supporters of the present | 
Government in France, British 
opinion is more detached—yet | 
divided—for there is a_ quite 
erroneous ‘belief that the Spanish 
Government in power is over 
whelmingly Communist and Com~ 
munism is still in many British, 
eyes a bigger danger than Fascism. 
Tn point of fact the moderate| 
Republicans in office, although 
controlling their extreme left-wing 
supporters with difficulty, are op- 
posed to Communism and, weak 
though they may be in the military 
sense, command the sympathy and 
adherence of s0 large a proportion | 
of the population that even it the 
insurgents win the day by taking 
Madrid, the country will probably 
be involved in a long and bitter 
struggle, the outcome of which 
quite conceivably might —_ulti- 
mately enthrone a Communist 
tyranny. The big danger in this 
Spanish’ situation lies in the pos- 
sibility of it bringing to the fore 
the fundamental conflict between | 
Fascism and Communism, Both in, 
Great Britain and France this 
conflict is plainly discernible, 
Should it burst’ the bounds of 
domestic political alignments and 
‘overflow into international poli-| 
cies, the prospects of a European 
civil war might loom terribly large. 
‘That apprehension has prompted 
the not altogether successful efforts 
to establish a convention of non- 
interference with Spanish affairs, 
British policy cannot of its own 
strength ensure European peace, 
any more than it can single-handed. 
vindicate the authority of the 
League. Great Britain relies on a 
reaffirmation of her power of self- 
defence linked with French 
cooperation in encouragement of 
German friendship. Domestically, 
she will-resist_ Communism and 
Fascism alike, -but in international 
matters will’ refrain studiously 
from applying that resistance to 
the affairs of other nations. 
Logically this should bring the, 
League back into the European 
picture, but it may require much 
patient treatment of the pathological 
condition in which certain of the 
League’s members and former 
members still find themselves. 








A NEW DANGER 





Aug. 
‘The delay in securing general 
adherence to the Franco-British 


convention for non-interference in 
the Spanish upheaval is causing. 
anxioty. The hitherto academic 
discussion of the*respective merits| 
of Communism and Fascism takes 
la different turn in the light of events 
in Spain, It is probably incorrect 
to assume that the insurgents are 
Fascist any more than the Govern- 
‘ment in power is Communist. ‘The 
fact remains that the Fascist coun- 
tries are known to be strong sup- 
porters of the insurgents and bitter 
‘opponents of the existing Govern- 
ment of Spain, whereas Soviet 
Russia—who has quite correelly 
declared her readiness to sign the, 
non-interference agreement—has 
not disguised her sympathy with the 
authorities at Madrid, to say noth- 
ing of Barcelona, ‘The present 
French Government's action in ad- 
voeating a non-interference policy 
is extremely sensible and practical, 
‘although, in the circumstances, it 
may be attended by some dim- 
culties. M. Leon Blum knows that 
Communist opinion in France is 
virile, but he probably has been! 
able to carry his supporters with 
him because the strength of the| 
so-called Fascist elements might be| 
tempted to exert itself to the de- 
triment of French national unity if| 
the Spanish problem became a 
domestic issue. In less degree Mr. 
Stanley Baldwin realizes the im- 
portance of preserving British 
neutrality, but he too, has behind 








position sympathies for the Com- 
munists, if far more academic than 
in France, are still discernible. ‘Mr. 
Baldwin is perhaps a far better| 
judge of England's necds than any, 
other ‘man in public life to-day, 
‘with the possible exception of Mr. 
Winston ‘Churchill. Both these 
statesmen are likely to exercise all 
their influence to prevent the 
division of British political opinion 
into rival camps on the Spanish 
issue. The step from that develop 
ment to the mobilization of Fascist 
and Communist parties might be! 
unpleasantly short. 


‘The difficulty for France and 
Great Britain lies in the type of 
Government which is in force in 
Germany, Italy and Russia. In. 
jeach of those countries the press— 
‘or the expression of public opinion 
—is merely the obedient echo of the 
totalitarian régime in power. This 
point seems to be consistently 
overlooked by such British right- 
wing Conservatives as profess 
downright championship of Nazi or| 
Faselst views and by such British 
left-wing Liberals as put Soviet} 
Russla on the side of the angels. 
[Curiously enough the ardent British 
Labour critic of Signor Mussolini 
or Herr Hitler is blind to the 
delinquencies of M. Stalin's admini- 
stration. In like measure the 
‘Tory opponent of Communism and 
all its works refuses to recognize 
the basic fact that, both in Italy 
ind in Germany, Labour leaders| 
‘are in power. ‘Though ready to 
condemn and expose the tyrannical 
methods and excesses which have 
been necessary to the establishment 
of the Soviet régime, he is prepared 
to shut his eyes to the existence of 
similar abuses in the countries 
which have his favour. So long as 
these conflicting views are purely 
‘academic they do not perhaps do| 
more than illustrate thé very 
human weakness of desiring to take 
sides. When, however, they have 
to be brought into play to determine 
national policy a dangerous situa 
tion is created. ‘That is why the 
British Government is so rightly 
giving M. Blum full support. for 
the non-interference convention, 
but M, Blum may find himself in 
peculiar difculty if there is exces- 
sive delay in securing the adherence 
of Germany and Italy to that 
agreement. 

Both for France and Great! 
Britain the only safe attitude is one 
which leaves the determination of 
another nation’s internal politics to 
the people of that nation. -Hilterism, 
like Fascism, is in a sense the direct| 
product of Communism. ‘The 
Soviet Government of Russia took| 
the lead in the attempt to influence 
the domestic politics of other coun- 
tries. That form of interference 
has been ostensibly eschewed, if not| 
repudiated, by Moscow in ‘recent 
years when the pressure of external 
‘events has led Russia to seck refuge 
‘at Geneva and to acquire a form 
‘of respectability. Both Signor| 
‘Mussolini and Herr Hitler can aver| 
that, in endeavouring to plant the 
flag of their respective creeds on 
foreign soil, they have merely taken 
a leat out ot Russia's book. ‘That | 
does not, of course, excuse them or | 
‘even justify such ‘a breach of in- 
ternational etiquette. If Spanish 
affairs were of no concern to any 
but the three totalitarian states, 
‘there might be something to be said_ 
for allowing them to exercise their 
lively solicitude for Spain's 
destiny without let or hindrance. 
British sympathy for France at this 
moment is considerable, for it takes 
little imagination to perceive the: 
seriousness of a situation in which 
France would find herself, if the 
Government of Spain acquired def- 
inite obligations {0 any one of 
three totalitarian states. Nor would 
Great Britain's own “position in 
such circumstances be enviable. 
Whether these developments por- 
tend the eventual emergence of the 
issue between Fascism and Com- 
munism as an all-European prob- 
tem it is not possible to say. The 
‘champion of the régimes in Russia, 
Germany and Italy is apt to over- 
look the comparative brevity of 
their present respective existences. 
‘They have yet to prove themselves 
permanent and the process of, 
adjusting their administrations to 
the long view may produce surpris- 
ing results. ‘The only hope is that 
it may be peacefully accomplished. 
For the rest, it is highly important.

SHANGHAI'S WOES 
Aug. 12. 
Last year Mr. H, M, Cumine—as 
he frankly admitted to his share 
holders in general meeting on Mon- 
day—was inclined to hope that the 
depression in the real estate market 
of Shanghai would iift in 1936. 
‘That expectation, optimistic as it 
was, has not been fulfilled. On. 
the basis of his experience with the 
West End Estates Ltd., Mr. Cumine 
declared that the outlook was “dark 
indeed.” ‘He went so far as to dis- 
count recent predictions of an 
jeasier money situ tion. He doubted 
whether an early revival of general 
prosperity would accrue 
if the depressed condition of the 
real estate market is to be liquidat- 
ed by foreclosures without dis 
crimination, sales by auction at limits 
fixed below mortgage values and 
such drastle actions, for the cases 
re too numerous to be treated as 
isolated ones, as it is a fact and 
general knowledge that the num- 
ber of mortgagors carrying defaults 
in interest is very great, 
Relief measures were urgently 
required, Mr. Cumine held, and he 
suggested the lowering of the rate 
of mortgage interest in order 
further to facilitate the reduction 
of rents—a process which, he 
averred, mortgagors had readily 
applied “to a considerable extent as 
a contribution towards the gener: 
welfare.” ‘To this opinion consider. 
able weight will be attached, It 
comes from a long experience of 
conditions in Shanghai and from a 
business man whose stake in this 
city is recognized. Although it) 
would be pleasant to take issue 
Mr. Cumine and endeavour to 
restore him to his optimistic mood 
of 1935, candour prohibits such an. 
effort. ‘The signs of a break in 
clouds which have oppressed thi 
city have been discerned by som 
by no means irresponsible, obser= 
vers, but the general opinion is that 
it is far too early to attach signifi~ 
cance to such portents, This is 
naturally a time of the year when, 
the seasonal slackness of business 
shows itself, but that does not dis~ 
pose of the uncomfortable fact that 
‘Shanghai’s ‘approach to recovery 
has still to be found. Extreme pes- 
simism is to be deprecated, for the 
inherent vitality of the place will. 
sooner or later assert itself, 
Realities must be faced, however, 
id Mr. Cumine's general thesis 
hhas to be regretfully endorsed. 
‘No-one would be so foolish as to 
believe that the financial interests 
which derive important patronage 
from Shanghai could be blind to 
the need for sympathetic study of 
the prevailing conditions. It is as 
much to their advantage as to that 
of the interests for which Mr. 
Cumine pleaded, that the spell 






































should be broken as soon as pos- 
sible. Co-operation, team-work 
and a readiness to take the long 
view are essential factors for the 
Successful assault on the depres- 
sion. It is fundamentally important 
that the problem should be viewed. 
aright in its proper perspective so 
that remedies prescribed may have 
the best chance of attaining the 
object desired. Apart from the 
general economic disturbance which 
has contributed to the depression in 
‘Shanghai, the peculiar upheaval in 
the real estale market has to be 
seriously taken into account, Un- 
restrained confidence in highly in- 
flated land values of a few years 
ago has brought about the inevit~ 
able reaction to which the collapse 
of world trade has added virulence, 
Looking back, it is now sadly clear 
that property'has been much over~ 
rated. The meteoric rise in land 
values was accompanied by 
speculative adventures which, now 
the depression has come, ‘have 
brought nemesis in their train, In 
considering the frozen condition of 
the market it is impossible to ignore 
the fact that the speculators— 
together with dealers operating on 
normal lines—are unlikely to 
recoup themselves, Many are still 
holding on to property in the 
desperate belief that, by some 
‘magical turn of the tide, they may 
somehow recapture the rare and 
refreshing fruit of the “boom” 
period. Thereby they fail to grasp 
the significance of world conditions 
—so admirably outlined by Mr, D, 
Graham Hutton in his article re- 
produced in these columns. this 
Wweek—and they are shutting their 
eyes to the artificial enhancement 
of values and the consequent im- 
possibility of restoring normality on 
such a basis, 


‘The suggestion that rates of ine 
terest should be eased is made side 
by side with tho plea that for- 
bearance in the treatment of de- 
faulting mortgagors should be ex- 
tended. Already attention has been 
foreibly drawn to the fact that 
egislation, which has gravely pro- 
Judiced the mortgagee’s ability to 
foreclose, has tended to impair the 
mortgage deed as an instrument of 
security. Rates of interest are not 
arbitrarily fixed. They conform 
closely to market conditions and to 
the various political and economic 
factors affecting the transactions to 
which they relate. There may be 
good ground for exercising caution 
in applying the normal procedure 
in foreclosing at a time of excep- 
tional stringency, but usually this 
consideration is fully taken into ac- 
count as a matter of business pru- 
dence. If it be carried to the point 
of permitting false values to con- 
tinue an unmerited lease of life, 
then the prospects of restoring 
economic soundness are further im- 
paired. ‘The process of recovery 
must demand an adjustment of 
values to the actual conditions and 
the clearing away of deadwood so 
that basically healthy concerns may 
have a reasonable chance of re- 
cuperation. ‘The spectacle of empty 
houses, taken in conjunction with 
the steady reduction of rents, points 
to the gradual operation of this 
drastic treatment. Confidence has 
to be encouraged to assert itself and 
that can only be achieved by ensur- 
ing the strict relation of values to 
the prevalent conditions. Ruthless- 
ness, as Mr, Cumine urged, is to 
be avoided, but unless there is a 
stronger grasp of realities by mort- 
gagors and others concerned in this 
problem, it is diMeult to see how 
the purchase of property can be

HONGKONG HIT BY FULL TYPHOON FORCE 


Widespread Damage on Land and Sea: ss. Sunning 
Aground, Feared Breaking Up 


D 


Hongkong, Aug. 17. 


IVEN hard aground at Rennet’s Mill, in Junk Bay, by a severe! 
typhoon which lashed Hongkong during the night and this| 


morning, Messrs, Butterfield and Swire’s ss. Sunning is reported 


to be breaking up. 


‘The crew of Chinese seamen and British officers, as well 
as the 40 passengers aboard the Sunning, however, were saved 
from practically certain death by the British military authorities| 


and water police. 


At 5 o'clock this afternoon the typhoon had abated. All 
signals were down and the harbour resumed its normal appear- 


anc 





Considerable havoc, however, was wrought by the typhoon, 


a large number of dwellings being wrecked, trees uprooted and| 


a number of junks sunk. The 


death-roll ashore is believed to 


be in the neighbourhood of twenty, but it is impossible to estimate! 


the casualties afloat, 

It was the first time in years that 
tho Colony felt the full foree: of a 
typhoon. A final warning signal was 
hoisted ‘at i230 am, and a quarter 
‘of an hour later’ maroons heralded 
‘the arrival of the storm. 

‘Most of the shipping in the harbour 
fled anchor and proceeded to Junk 
Bay, where they rode out the storm, 
while the majority of the smaller 
‘craft, having received ample warnin 
Jn the afternoon, were safe in typhoon 
shelters, 

‘The storm was still raging early 
this morning, and Reuter's correspond- 
ent, making & tour of the city, wit 
nessed scenes of desolation every- 
where, Among the sights were two 
corpses battered by falling debris, 

‘Ambulances were busy’, conveying 
‘the injured to hospital, and ‘the streets 
‘were strewn with wreckage of every. 

Iron 
sheeting and fallen trees covered the 
highways, blocking all trame In some

Earller in the day, 100 
were reported to have been buried 
alive in the Stanley district of Hong 
kong as the result of » landslide 
caused ‘by the typhoon and rains.

Rescue Work 

The ss, Sunning ran hard aground 
shortly after she had proceeded. to 
‘unk Bay, whither she had gone yester= 
ay evening in an endeavour to ride 
‘out the typhoon, Heavy seas broke 
‘over the vessel which was in a serious 
plight and police launches from Hong 
kong attempled in vain for, several 
hours to zo alongside and take off 
the passengers, 

‘While the police launches continued 
to stand by waiting for a favourable 














moment, the salvage tug Henry Kes- 
wick also rushed to the scene, and 
eventually oll aboard were rescued, 


some by the tug and police launches, 
‘and the remainder by breeches buoys 
set up by the British military au: 
‘thorities ashore who shot lines aboard 
the Sunning. 

"The yacht Shenandoah, owned by 
Mr, G, Farhnstock, wealthy American 
financier, whose wife and daughter 
are now in Shanghal, and the J 
China-Japan liner Tiisalake dragged 
their anchors and were driven before 
‘the gale but remained under control.

FLOODS 


Extensive Damage Caused by: 
‘Two Days’ Rain 


Seoul, Aug. 13. 
Numerous lives have’ been en- 
angered by the floods now ravaging 
middle Korea, as a result of con 
tinuous heavy’ rains, which have All- 
ed all rivers to overt ‘As the 
River Kan, near Seoul, began to rise 
‘above its banks, the city authorities 
Yesterday ordered the evacuation of 
More than 4,000 residents in the 
threatened areas to points of safety. 
Aug. 14. 
With reports slowly triekling ‘in 
from the areas affected by this 
‘week's disastrous floods and’ land- 
slides in Central Korea, the death 
roll this morning reached 131, with 
‘94 persons injured and 22 reported 
misting. 

‘Officials of the _ Government 
General expressed fears that with 
the resumption of communications 
with the affected areas, the death 
roster would show new gains. 

‘The floods were caused by a two- 
day continuous heavy rainfall. 
Overftowing rivers rolled over banks 
to demolish 1,222 houses, inundate 
11046 others ‘and to wash away 52 
bridges. Preliminary estimates 
placed the area of flooded fields at 
11,409 hectares. 

‘Train services between here and 
Fusan remained interrupted to-day, 
as a result of the overflowing of the 
Rakutoko River—Domel. 


Rehabilitation Efforts

‘Approving thelr action, the “Chu- 
gai,” a leading nancial daily, stresses 
the vital importance of establishing 
Japan's foreign policy ahead of all 
other national policies, particularly 
with a view to: improving relations 
with China and the U.SSR. and 
readjusting them with Great Britain 
‘and the United States, adding: 
“Otherwise there will be ho limit to 
the cost of Japan's national defence 
programmes. 

‘The “Nichi Nichi,” in similar vein, 
romatks: “National defence which 
does not anticipate diplomacy os a 
prerequisite will only unnecessarily 
stimulate the nervousness of the Pow- 























eee | 
fers, with the result that they will 
impatiently push on their war pre- 
parations, necessitating war prepara- 
tions also on our part, thus further 
intensifying world armament  com- 
petition.” 

Expressing the opinion that the 
Army's recent fat refusal to conclude 
‘a _non-aggression pact with 
USSR. without giving auy definite 
Feason, showed a tack of wisdom and 
declaring that “there are indications 
that the anti-Japanese movement in 
China will develop into a ‘prepared- 
ness’ movement against Japan,” the

‘Three Principles 


‘The “Chugai” remarks that when 
Qtr. Hirota was Minister for Foreign 
Affairs in the Okada Cabinet he 
established three principles governing 
Japan's China policy, “out none of 
them have materialized. Of course, 
China's insincerity is partially re- 
sponsible for this, but Japan's clumsy 
policy is largely accountable. Japan 
‘must display her ability asa stabiliz~ 
ing force in East Asia 

Since Russia in recent years has 
built’ up a dominating ” military 
strength in the Far East, and shown 
@ willingness to use it to protect her 
borders, Japan has begun more and 
more to consider her relations with 
China the Keystone of her so-called 
“positive” foreign policy. Her 
various offers of political and econo- 
mle co-operation with the Nanking 
Government have been -likened by 
Japanese to an offer of matrimony. 
‘The Japanese husband expects un- 
questioning obedience from his wife, 
‘nd Japan's proposed policy of aiding 
‘and guiding China is evidently based 
on_the same assumption. 

Since the Nanking Government has 
suppressed the insurgents in South 
China, there has been a remarkably 
“spontaneous” campaign inthe 
‘Japanese press forecasting that Gen. 
‘Chiang Kai-shek will now concentrate 
his efforts on restoring the control 
of Nanking Government in North 
China, particularly in the semi-auto- 
nomous areas of Hopel, Charhar and 
Inner Mongolia, A’ semi-omieial 
Japanese news-agency declares that 
Japan is starting a drive. to 
checkmate such efforts, adding: 
“Japan is firmly determined not. to 
concede the political and economic 
advantages she has gained” in North 
China and the Nanking Government 
‘must recognize Japan's “special in- 
terests in that region.’ 

According to reports received in 
Tokyo, official circles in Nanking are 
undoubtedly uneasy concerning the 
outlook. ‘The Chinese Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, Gen. Chang Chun, is 
quoted as declaring that his Govern- 
‘ment has no intention of resorting t0| 
farms to force the restoration of its| 
control in North China, but that it! 
hi plan for'the dovelop- 
‘ment of that area which, if it works| 
‘out, will contribute to’ that Sino- 
Japanese friendship which the Tokyo 
Government has beon advocating. 


Probable Future Potiey 


Some light on the probable basis| 
of Japan's future policy towards| 
China, is thrown by Mr. Kazuye| 
Kuwachima, Director of the Asia 
Bureau of the Japanese Foreign OMice, 
who recently made an official tour of 
North and Central China, partly to 
investigate the general situation, and 
partly to report to hls superiors on 
‘the Japanese “special trade” in North | 
China. 

Remiarking that, though inseparably’ 
connected, relations between Japan| 
‘and China have been anything but 
amicable during the past twenty’ 
years, and that the questions out- 
standing between them are at once’ 
important and dimeult, Mr, Kuwashi- 
ma in the “Japan Times,” declares: 
“However dificult and complicated 
the situation between the two may 
be, Japan, who has the responsibility 
‘and’ mission to maintaln peace and 
prosperity in East Asia, can never 
Teave the present situation as it is.” 

Pointing out that, having shouldered 
the responsibility’ of guiding Man- 
choukuo along political, economic 
and cultural lines, “the first line of| 
defence of the Japanese Empire has| 
been ‘extended to the borders of 
Manchoukuo,” Mr, Kuwashima adds, 
somewhat cryptically: “Now that, 
‘Japan has secured a firm footing on| 
the Asiatic Continent and thus has 
become a continental Power, her 
position towards China ought natural- 
ly to undergo a change, in fundament- 
al ideas in particular. Japan's inter-

{B.qManshoukuo, as an inseparable 
tor in her foreign policies, 
obviously consideration of the affairs 
of that Empire is vitally associated 
with China, Soviet Russia and Mon- 
golia, direcily adjacent.” 

“The essential point, therefore.” he 
continues, "is that Japan now finds 
herself in a fundamentally difterent 
position from either Brliain or 
America, or, to be more sptcific, 
‘Japan is in duty bound to act in such| 
‘a Way as to share a common existence 
‘and prosperity with the other coun- 
tries of East Asia. Japan's desire to 
attain economic development in China 
‘must now be more positively based 
on the principle of mutual existence 
‘and prosperity. 


Britain’s Position 

“As for Britain, which took the 
lead in intercourse and trade with 
China, and other Occidental Powers, 
It may not be too much to say that 
they still regard China wholly ar the 
secured market for their goods and 
as a place of investment. ‘These 
‘endeavours on the part of the British 
must have brought and may still 
bring Deneft to China, but they are, 
essentially. speaking, based on u de- 
sire to Benefit themselves, There is 
no reason why they should limit thelr 
spheres of such activity to China in 
Particular, for provided they can 
‘obtain proft elsewhere, they will as 
oon shift the scene of their efforts 

ere as they swooped down on 
China in the past.” 

“Japan stands in an entirely differ- 
fent position. Japan's economic en- 
deavour vis-a-vis China is and should 
be based on the fundamestal prin- 
ciple of assisting China in” her| 
economic development and in her| 
ursult of national prosperity, The 
‘axis of Japan's consideration in all 
this turns on the inalterable prin- 
ciple of mutual existence and ‘pro- 
‘sperity with China herself. In ‘any| 
‘clrcumstance, Japan will not and ean- 
not forsake ‘China. In caso Japan| 
should ever forsake China, China| 
would go to ruin and Japan's mission 
to establish permanent peace in the 
Orient would fail utterly. 


Boycotts in China 


“To take an instance, a boycott of 
British goods and of Japanese mer- 
chandise in China are quite different 
in nature and significance. For a 
boyeott of British merchandise in| 
China may bring loss to Britain but| 
that is all. But a Chinese boycott of 
Japanese goods is different and more 
‘serious in effect, for such will bring 
loss to Japan’ and China. And 
‘economically, such a boycott under-| 
‘mines Japan's special international 
position in tho Far East to the event- 
tal detriment to the interests of China 
eself.” 

Summing up Mr. Kuwashima de- 
jclares: “For ' readjustment of the| 
relations botween Japan and China, 
China must fully “recognize the 
Solemn fact that Japan has become 
stabilized continental Power, ~ and. 
therefore she (China) must make a 
definite resolution to share existence 
and prosperity with Japan. China.

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COAL-OIL INDUSTRY 
NEAR MUKDEN 


Huge Hydrogenation Plant to 
Be Erected at Fushun 
Fron Oun OWN Connesroxoext 


Dairen, Aug. 4. 

‘The amazing discovery that britile 
coal ean be transformed into oil will 
cause @ glant industry tobe started 
at Fushun, 35" kilometres east of 
Mukden, Following closely onthe 
ead of British and German scientists, 
President Yosuke Maisuoka of the 
South Monchuria Railway Co, has 
successfully marshalled Japanese 
genius and talent to capitalize im- 
‘mediately upon such ‘a miraculous 
process. 

Having secured the “complete un- 
derstanding" of the Japanese Army 
and Navy, principal clients of the 
new oil to be manufactured, and of 
the Finanee and the Commerce and 
Industry Departments in Tokyo, Mr. 
Matsuoka has returned to Dairen to 
release the announcement that the 
proposed coal hydrogenation plant at 
Fushun will be started immediately, 
“as all necessary arrangements have 
‘been completed. 

‘Mr. Matsuoka makes no pretence 
of the likely importance of the new 
enterprise on Japan's future security. 
He has, therefore, obtained the:un- 
@erstanding and " approval of the 
‘apanese Government for the project 
without insisting on any. govern- 
mental subsidy. “He is convinced that 
the liquefying of coal, which is to be 
found in abundance in Manchoukuo, 
is the ultimate solution of Japan's oli 
problem. He is prepared io foot the 
enormotis cost of building the Fushun 
factory In order to prove his con~ 
tention, and to go on planning for 
other liquefying mitts at!some of th: 
‘other coal centres in Manchoukuo. 

‘The. SMR, announcement here 
estimates the’ cost of bullding the 
Fushun plant at 16,000,000 yen. ‘The 




















plan is to have the factory’ ready in 
two years, but in the meantime to 
experiment with’ shale, producing 


‘about 20,000 tons of oll trom the slate- 
like formation that covers the exten- 
sive Fushun’ “coal bed. Hitherto 
wasted, shale may yet’ prove the 
source’ of a valuable supply of oll 
sufficiently potent to defer immediate 
conversion of more precious deposits 


of coal, 
Olt from Shale 

Experiments have been conducted 
for number of years by the SMR. 
Co, at Pushun for the extraction of 
oil'from shale. “These, however, have 
bbetn on a negligible scale, ‘The new 
plant will be the first large scale ex- 
perimental factory undertaken by the 
Japanese, although, as Mr. Matsuoka 
says, liquefaction is’ already 
big ‘industry In Western countei 
‘The ‘findings of the Naval Fi 
Station at ‘Tokuyama, Japan, which 
has been conducting’ res in 
coal hydrogenation ‘on_bel 
SMR. Co, and of Dr. 
recently returned 
foreign ‘countries 
Mquefaction processes, 
tribute to the Fushun experiment. 

‘Whether wringing shale oF coal, 
the signifeant feature of the coal 
hydrogenation business seems to lie 
in the. possibility "that henceforth 
Japan may have at her command an 
‘almost inexhaustible supply of fuel 
‘oll not only for her fighting forces 
fonland, sea and in the air but also 
enough to spare for her ever expand- 
ing industries. At least, the SLR. 
feels a solution is at long. last in 
ight to help make Japan no longer 
dependent upon foreign supplies of 
oll.

BIG SHIPBUILDING 
PLANS IN JAPAN 


Government to Subsidize 
Construction 


‘Tokyo, Aug. 15. 

Determined to meet the challenge 
of foreign shipping firms, officials of 
the Ministry of Communications. to- 
day drafted a tentative plan for the 
construction of 400,000 tons of 
Jorge and fast liners within the 
next four years, 

Under the provisions of the plan, 
the Government would subsidize the 
construction of the ships to the 
extent of ¥.100,000,000 between 1937 
‘and 1941, ¥.22,000,000 of this emount 
fo be included in the budget for the 
next seal. year. 

‘The first stage of the programme 
would be carried out in 1097-38, 
when orders for 100.000 tons of 
vessels, capable of the speed of 25 
to 26 ‘knots would be placed with 
Japanese dockyards. 

‘The new plan would replace the 
Shipbuilding” Subsidy Ordinance, 
passed shortly after the Great War, 
fo aid the Japanese ship-owners in 
their struggle with foreign com- 
petition—Domel.

PIRATES ALONG THE 
FUKIEN COAST 


Amoy-Bound Launch Looted, 
12 Passengers Kidnapped 
‘Front Oem Own ConsesroxDexr 


‘Amoy, Aug. 3. 

‘The ss. Soo Han was held up a 
day or $0 ago on its return journey 
from An Hal, and twelve of its pas- 
sengers were taken off by the pirates. 
Nothing yet is known of them. 

‘The launch was just about to leave 
‘An Hal when a crowd of passengers, 
‘dressed in black, hurried on board. 
‘There was no time to examine them. 
‘A few minutes later, and a second 
crowd hurried on board. As delay 
Meant a late arrival in’ Amoy, the 
launch sailed at once. 

‘Conspicuous among the new pas- 
sengers was a young man of twenty, 
who carried a small satchel contain: 
Ing pea-nuts. He appeared to be 
very curious, and wandered about, 
Tooking at sil the passengers, and 
even peering into the eabins. Others 
among the late arrivals had scattered 
about all over the ship, mixing with 
the other passengers in small groups. 

"As the launch neared Amoy, the 
young man was suddenly seen to 
Graw-a revolver out of his satchel, 
fand ‘ire three shots into the air. All 
the other passengers who had come 
‘on board at the last moment, and 
were dressed in black, sprang to 
their feet and also produced  re-~ 
volvers. They fired several volleys 
Into the air. Women shrieked, and 
men Became panic-stricken. " The 
Taunch eaptain, at pistol point, was 
ordered to stop his vessel, when a 
junk drew alongside, and twelve 
more men, also armed, jumped on 
board. * 

‘Govt, Messenger’s Escape 

‘The were herded toge- 
ther, and relieved of all their money 
and valuables. The passage receipts 
‘nd a large amount of money being 
sent to Amoy by an An Hai mer 
chant to pay some bills were also 











seized, "A government messenger 
was found among the passengers, 
‘and the pirate leader threatened to

‘Twelve passengers were placed in 
the junk, “which then sailed away 
with all 'the pirates and their loot. 
Prior to his departure, the pirate 
chief, in a short speech, told the

‘he was compelled, he sald, to 
‘adopt this course of getting money, 
‘a5 he had none of his own, and his 
brothers were sick. 

‘The Tai Company, owners of the 
188. Soo Han, have complained to the 
Government about the lack of vigli-

Few will learn with’ any” real 
surprise that both communists atid 
bandits are still active in thls ‘prov- 
ince, ‘The Rev. Stamset, it” will 
be recalled, was captured in the early 
Part of June, and despite all. the 
efforts of members of the Lutheran 
‘and other missions, together with 
active steps taken ‘by ‘the vurlous 
authorities concerned, he is, as far as 
1s known, still a prisoner. 

Recently, however, news has come 
to hand of the actual’ conditions in the 
district around Sishul in the east of 
/Hupeh, not more than about 20 Ii from 
‘the Yangtze, and the fact that the 
‘Communists ‘have enjoyed such tree 
‘dom in that part would seem to in- 
lcate much more than just casual 
Slackness and lack of energy on the 
art of the responsible authorities. 
A correspondent in that area writes 
that on March 3 this year the 
Communist Army entered the town of 
Shlapaho, Sishul, in broad daylight 
killing, looting and’ burning at will 
and marching off with numerous cap- 
lives; He criticises the 25th, Route 
Army which took over that’ district 
from the 47th. and 64th, Divisions, 
Jand adds that since then the Reds, by 
‘making various ralds, have managed 
to equip themselves ‘at the expense 
of the 25th, Army who were more 
often than not in other parts of the 
district, On one such occasion sup- 
Plies, food and clothing to the re- 
ported value of $30,000 were removed 
by the Communists after burning 
down the large bullding in which 
those stores wore housed, the troops 
to which they belonged being at that 
time in Lotien and Yingshen, 


Post OMice Robbed 
During June and last month the 
Reds have renewed thelr depreda- 
tlons, moving about the district in 
bands of 100 or more strong.

‘The Post 
Ofce was robbed, homes and other

TALE OF A “MONGOL PRINCE” 


Clever Deception Played on Officials of an Embassy in 
Peiping by “Prince Chen” 


Frost Oun Own Consesroxoexe 


Peiping, Aug. 7. 

‘Things have been very dull here In 
Peiping during thes hot summer 
days, and doubtless the chancelleries 
fand offces of military attachés in the 
embassies have been ‘finding it as 
hard to procure material for their 
official reports as have we less im- 
faginative journalists for our weekly 
erticles. What then was the joy in 
f certain embassy here (Iwill call 
It the Turanian Embassy) when a real 
live Mongol Prince made his appear} 
ance with a most interesting story. He 
hada warm Introduction. from the 
Consul in Tientsin who had met him 
many years ago in one of the 
southern provinces of China. “Speak- 
Ing Turanian fluently he introduced 
himself ‘ag Prince Chen, a powerful 
prince in Mongolia, who had studied 
In his youth at a Turanian university 
and was well acquainted with that 
wonderful country, and had now 
come to Peiping to renew his ac- 

juaintance with his ‘Turanian friends. 

is true that, in his foreign dress, 
he looked strangely unlike a Mongol, 
‘but then nowadays with these wester- 
nized Orlentals one can never be 
certain, Anyhow the story he had 
to reveal was a truly remarkable one, 
which made up for any deficiencies in 
his outward appearance. It was a 

ry that evoked bright visions of 
‘high polities” in Innermest Asia, not 
to ‘mention vast possibilities Inthe 
way’ of business in arms and motor- 
transport, 

Prinee Chen explained that he was 
the ruler of a tribe in Outer Mongolia 
‘of. 450,000 people: in his more ex- 
pansive moments he assessed its num: 
bers as high as one million, Curious- 
ly" enough, nobody seems to have 
asked him the name of this important 
{ribe, "But perhaps this was not 
entirely necessary, as the prince re- 
peatediy pointed out its position with 
his thumb on a small-scale map of 
‘Mongolia. 

‘The Prince was not satisfied with 
the “way things were moving in 
‘Outer Mongolia and his intention was 
to remove from Russian influence and 
emigrate to the Japanese sphere of 
Infiuence in Inner Mongolia, This 
was where the “high politics” came 
In But stil! more thrilling was the 
fact, that he had. several. thousand 
well-armed fghting-men at his dis 
posal, and one of the reasons why 
the had called on his Turantan friends 
was that he would require a military 
Instructor to train his men, and from 
his. experience he knew’ that the 
‘Turanians were the best soldiers in 
the world. ‘That could be very easily 
‘arranged, the Military Attaché assured 
him, and promised to send a wire to 
‘Tyinglao fo an ex-olcer who would 
bbe {ust the right kind of person. But 
that was not all. For seeing a 
‘Turanian magazine lying on the table 
the prince picked it up and pointing 
fo an. advertisment, of a motor-cat 
sald that this just the kind he 
had always favoured and that he 
‘would require large numbers of them, 
In order to develop transportation 
facilities in Mongolia, He had large 
stocks of horsos und ‘furs in Kalgan 
hich he was arranging to sell in 
order to procure the needful funds. 
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Useful and Important 
‘Something had to be done for such 
a useful and important person, all 
the more when the embassy. people 
learned with surprise that the prince 
‘was forced to, slay at a second-class 
Chinese hotel. Tt was nol, as he 
carefully explained, because’ he was 
faelually short of money, but because 
in Mongolia, as they ‘must know, 
there was no such thing as money, 
everything being dene by barter. Tt 
was merely a temporary difficulty, 
for apart from those horses and furs 
in Kalgan, he had actually brought 
down with him gome bags of gold 
Gust which he wes at that moment 
negotiating to sell to n batik here. Ir 
order to” tide over "the temporary 
Shortage, the Military Attaché 
‘advanced the psnee che hundred 
Gollars, while ths embassy rang up 
fone of .the foreign hotels here and 
instructed them to prepare rooms for 
fan important Mongol Prince who 
Was {0 be treated with special care 
‘and courtesy. 

'So the prinee, with his wife and two 
children ‘Geho ‘are worth noting as 
they are quite an artiste touch), 
moved over to the hotel and proceed~ 
ed to make himself thoroughly at 
home, giving large dinner parties and 
making free use of the hotel motor- 
cars, It was noted with interest that 
fat these parties the prince himself 
rover touched wine. "This he ex- 
plained was beeause the last Living 
Buddha in Urga had died of drink, 
and so he had taken an oath never 
to touch wine in any form. When it 
‘was found that this, was quite tru 
even the slightest doubts as to his 
‘origin vanished. Only the hotel 
manager was slightly uneasy after 
some conversations with the prince 
Who was somewhat vague about the 
topography of his homeland and 
above all on the details of ie gold 
‘washings. “He was less worried about 
his being a Mongolian prince than 
about his being able to pay his hotel 

















Dill, But, after all, the Embassy had 
vouched ‘for him; ‘what more could| 
fan ordinary person want then the| 
word of an embassy where every-| 
thing 1s known? 

‘The Prince also visited the 
‘Turanian bank, in order to enquire 
about the disposal of those precious 
bags of gold dust for which, he said, 
another “bank had offered him six 
thousand dollars. He did not pro- 
duce the actual gold dust, but he was 
able to give such exaci details. of 
the weight and quality, that the 
bank manager was able to show him 
by ‘careful calculation that if he 
melted it down, he ought to be able 
to get_nine thousand dollars for it. 
‘The prince was delighted with this 
Information and then produced a 
sealed-up box ‘of jewels, mostly. 
femeralds—one. could hear "them 
raliling about inside—which he wish- 
ed to place in safe custody with the 
dank. ‘At the same time he requested 
‘a’small Joan (o tide him over, until 
he had disposed of the gold dust. The 
manager advanced him. a hundred 
dollars or s0, for he could do nothing 
else in face of such strong official 
recommendations, and, anyhow, there| 
‘were those jewels as security. Be- 
fore leaving, the prince invited the 
manager, who was a keen hunter, to 
Joln-him at his place in Mongolia 
where he would 
shooting as he wanted 
lime the news ‘of thi 
and wealthy prince spread among | 
the Turanian community and he be- 
eame a shuch-sought after personage. 
‘At his dinner-parties he was always 
evelvipg fresh Schemes for Benefiting 
his ‘Turanian friends, such asa 
Mongolian-Turanian College which 
he was going to establish in th 
Logation Quarter and for which he 
would. require. Turanian teachers. 
‘Then there was his valuable collec 
tion of Russian and Japanese political 
documents, for which he asked his| 
frlends to find him suitable trans- 
Intors. Soon he was being 
whelmed with letters from pe 
offering. their services, so that he 
even talked of finding a secretary. 


Interest in Literature 


I must not forget his interest in’ 
Uterature. From a well-known 
book-store here he ordered a large 
number of valuable works on China 
‘and Mongolia, especially maps of 
‘the latter country, and spent much| 
Ume poring over them and deserib- 
ing the wonders of Mongolia to the 
proprietor of the book-shop. And 
hore I may perhaps be forgiven in- 
terjecting a personal note, if T say 
Ghat the Prince seems to have shewn 
very good literary taste, as among 
the books he ordered, if perhaps 
forgot to pay for, was one of which 
Tam part author. 

Meanwhile he continued todispense 
hospitality. But the greater his cir- 
cle of acquaintances, the greater 
grew the questioning and doubts os 
to who he really was. Everybody 
referred {o someone else as having 
vouched for him, in a never-ending 
circle, until the anxious _hotel- 
manager could hardly contain him- 
elf from Tushing up and presenting 

Dill, In the end, the prince's 
attachment to Iterature was to be 
the cause of his downfall. In a 
casual conversation he happened to| 
{ell the hotel-manager that he was 20 
pleased with his treatment by the| 
‘Turanian Embassy that in return ho 
had decided to present them with a 
copy of a very valuable work on 
Mongolia that had been in the pos- 
session of his family for over five 
hundred years. Shortly afterwards 
the manager, talking about the prince 
to the proprietor of the book-store, 
Jearnt that the prince had quite re- 
cently taken away with him a very 
valuable book on the history of| 
Mongolia for which he was being 
billed one hundred and eighty dollars. 
‘The manager leapt into his car and 
rushed round to the Turanian Em- 
bassy and found the book in question 
lying on the table of the Military’ 
Allaché to whom the prince had just 
resented this “family heirloom,” out 
of gratitude for all that had” been | 
done for him. ‘That was the begin- 
hing of the end. ‘The hotel bill was 
presented without a moment's fu 
ther delay. The Prince promised to 
pay half that night and the remain 
der the next day, when the sale of 
hhis gold dust had been completed. 
But he forgot to do so, and as he: 
‘was giving one of his usual parties 
that evening, it was impossible to 
ress him, 

Early on the following morning he 
‘ordered the hotel car to wait for him 
fat the entrance of one of the parks 
at 8am.

SZECHUEN’S COTTON 
PRODUCTION 


to Be Reaped This Year 
Frost A Conssronex® 


Chungking, Aug. 9. 

Suining cotton is now produced not 
only in the district of Suining, but 
‘also also near Chungking, Santai, 
and Slehung. It Is sald to be not 30 
‘white as that yielded in Chienchow 
and Hupeh, but is warmer; the annual 
production’ averages | 40,000 bales, 
Valued at about $1,500,000, but this 
year, a greater quantity is expected 
Yo be produced, owing to the cotton 
experimental station which has been 
Set up. Reaped between September 
‘and. October, the crop’s principal 
market is in eastern Szechuen: at the 
moment, it selis at some $42 per 
Targe bale (tea small bales of ten 
cattles each). 

‘A number of large industrial and 
commercial concerns in Shanghai 
fare becoming more and more in- 
terested in investments in Szechuen. 
‘The local press reports that the Bank 
of Communieations, the Shanghai 
Commercial. & Savings Bank, the 
Yenlieh Bank, and Ta Lu Bank are 
all” making preparations to open 
Chungking branches. A few days 
‘ago, Chungking’s bankers decided 
fo abolish the Chungking Bankers 
Clearing House. Instead, each of the 
eleven ‘modern banks and the one 
native bank are to be asked to deposit 
with the Chungking Bank of China 
some $250,000 in bonds and a further 
bank will be responsible for settling 
all outstanding accounts of member 
‘banks on half-month settlement days. 


A Sorala Episode 

An incessant struggle for over 2 
month between Chinese natives and 
the tribesmen is reported from Ta 
Chang ‘Shan, which lies between 
Szechuen and Kuelchow. The trouble 
began on Dragon Boat Festival Day, 
when a young tribesman stole a 
dumpling from a Chinese vendor, 
and ate it, refusing to pay afterwards. 

‘The vendor complained to the 
tribesman’s father, who killed his son 
‘on the spot by plunging a dagger 
into him. He then found that there 
‘were no traces of any dumpling in 
his son's stomach, and promptly went 
back and killed the Chinese vendor, 
Frequent fights and affrays between 
the two “factions” are’ now the 
result of this sordid ttle episode, 
and up to the time of the latest 
report, the trouble remained un- 
‘soltied,

‘Mukdéen, Aug. 1. 
‘The business of the B.A.T. Co, and 
the BCC. has been handied in Men- 
churia “for some time past by the 
Chi Tung Tobacco Co, Lid,, a special 
subsidiary created for the purpose 
‘nd incorporated under. the -Com- 
Panies Ordinances of Hongkong. Ac- 
Cording to a circular letter, dated 
July 24, and addressed to those who 
have contractual relations with the 
Chi ‘Tung Tobacco Co, the business 
of this British company is taken over 
from to-day by a new company of the 
same name, but formed under tho| 
laws of | Manchoukuo, 








largest: Brit 
churia has “recognized” the new ré- 
gime, 

When Japan recognized Man- 


choukuo, it was tantamount to the 
Japanese Foreign Office formally con- 
firming the work of the Army, 
‘Though other governments may decline. 
fo exchange representatives. with 
Hsinking on the moral grounds ‘that 
the occupation by the Japanese Army 
contravened solemn treaties, yet Mat 
choukuo ean point to many’ trénsac- 
tons which may at least be described 
as de facto recognition, 

‘Among “business men who ai 
tive in this territory or who would 
be glad to acquire’a part of the 
Manchurian trade (there have nat 
been lacking those who openly 
advocated that their governments 
enter into formal relations with 
Hsinking. Relations with the Iocal 
authorities have been established, at 
‘frst merely social relations, usually 
the exchange of calls with ‘personal 
‘acquaintances, and later personal eon- 
tacts and the exchange of corres- 
pondence, 

Such items a the following no 
longer excite comment:—"Consul so- 
and-so visited Hsinking, called on the 
Vice-Minister of Foreign Affairs and 
Made a round of courtesy calls on 
Premier Chang, and several of the 
Ministers. He’ was entertained at 
luncheon’ by the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs.” 

Conversations between Manchoukuo 
officials and the’ consuls-general of 
the forelgn powers are of not_in- 
frequent occurrence. The USSR, 
through its Consul-General at Horbin, 
hhas exchanged many notes with the 
‘Manchoukuo authorities. Even ‘with 
China relations are on a. similar 
practical basis.

was to obtain the amount of capital 
necessary to replace completely the 
existing clgaretto industry. Tt seemed 
improbable that profits derived by a 
government monopoly would exceed 
or even equalt the amounts now 
obtained by the government, with a 
minimum “of expense and effort, 
through taxes pald by the cigarette 
industry, 
‘Company's Monopoly’ 

‘Though unauthorized _statenients 
have appeared in tho native press, 
and although the Japanese papers 
hhave often reported and commented 
on the cigarette business, foreign 
companies have not evinced any over- 
whelming desire for publicity. Public 
Information was given by press in- 
erviews issued from oflctal sources 
In Hsinking, Remarking that ‘the 
British-Amerlean ‘Tobacco Company, 
‘with ite main office in London, is the 
Jeader among the industrial and com~ 
‘merical enterprises operated by for- 
elgners In Manchoukuo and Chino, 
the report mentions, “its huge capital 
‘and its command of markets,” and re- 
cords that it “has managed to contro! 
the tobacco trade of Manchoukuo 
elther by co-operation or by amal- 
Ramation, so that the better grades of 
‘Cigarettes consumed in Manchuria are 
‘almost entirely the monopoly of this 
company.” 

‘The report continues that “tho com- 
pany has been very successful in 
‘cultivating tobaceo in Shantung Pro- 
vinee on a large seale, and is expect 
ed to extend the enterprise into Man- 
ehuria, 

‘Mr. 'N, Hoshino, Vice-Minister of 
Finance, ia quoted in a. press in- 
terview’ as remarking that: “the In- 
‘corporation of the Chi ‘Tung Tobacco 
Co, and the Lopato Cigarette Co. into 
Juridical persons in accordance with 
the laws of Manchoukuo clearly 
estifles to the great progress whlch 
‘Manchoukuo has made, both political 






































‘and economical, in comparison with 
Ching,” adding ‘that these companies 
will be given equal treatment to that 
‘of the domestic companies. 

‘The Japanese report gives the 
capital of the Chi Tung Tobaceo*Co. 
fas. 62,825,000 yen and the Lopato 
‘Tobacco Co, as 3500,000 yen. ‘The 
business of Mustard & Co, which was 
‘one of the fow foreign firms to retain 
Its own office in Mukden is, it is 
Yearned, to be handed over to Jap- 
‘nese agents. 

‘Some time ago the American firm 
‘whose principal line was Dodge cars 
was re-organized as a Japanese com- 
pany. Beforo that the British com- 
pany which had been distributors 
for General Motors sold out to a 
Japanese concern, This steady with- 
@rawal of direct representation by 
foreign companies was the subject of 
comment some time ago in an ad~ 
‘ress broadcast from the 100-kilowati 
station at Hsinking. After recount- 
ing the forelgn ‘firms who had 
abandoned this fleld, and after pre- 
dicting the early departure of others, 
the speaker prophesied that “in two 
or three years all of the foreigners 
will be gone, and then business will 
be good.” 

‘In pleasing contrast to this cfeial 
attitude 1s the emphatic and cheerful 
reply of one of the directors of the 
‘Tobacco Company, when questioned 
with regard to the outlook. Waving 
aside all political considerations, he 
stated his company’s ease very simply 
in the words: "We are here to sell 
cigarettes, and wo are going to keep 
fon selling them.”

Very Limited Provincial 
Health Programme 
wom Oun Own Conusroxoeer 


Hotel, Aug. 9. 

Anhwei, most backward of the 
Yangtze ‘River provinces, is also 
most backward in maiters’ of public 
health. ‘There is a Department of 
Public Health located in Anking, but 
until recently its scope consisted of 
jan annual budget of $2,000. which 

altogether absorbed by the city 
of Anking. Most of this was neces- 
[sary to support a job-holder who had 
‘an office in Anking, a little was dis- 
tributed to several hospitals and 
doctors in Anking for free vaccina- 
tlons, and it is reported that probably 
‘only’ one hospital used this money 
for the purpose designated. That in 
brief was the provincial health pro- 
gramme. 

Mission hospitals scattered through 
the province have had small public 
‘uealth programmes of their own, in 
Heu of anything beiter. In a con- 
ference of mission hospital ‘super- 
intendents held last year it was dis- 
covered that all were anxious to 
co-operate with any programme that 
the government might wish to start, 
‘and a resolution to that effect was, 
forwarded to the Anking office, But 
Jnothing further has been heard. 

‘A start is being made this summer 
with a plan for placing trained mid- 
Wives in the larger centres where 
there are no modem hospitals avall- 
able. Competitive examinations 
were held this summer, and graduate 
‘nurses easily won many of the 
selections, These girls and young 
women have been sent to Anking for 
]a six months’ intensive course of 
study; they will then be returned to 
these ‘centres to take charge of mid- 
wifery centres and the taining of 
their own assistants, 


Public Welfare Efforts 

Such efforts in public welfare 
should be encouraged, for it is a 
start in this provines, and an educa- 
tion of the public in the direction of

« IN EXPLOSION 


Room-Mate Badly Injured by 
‘Terrible Accident 


One Chinese student was killed and 
another badly injured in an explosion 
in the French Concession, on August 
14, which was caused, It 15 be- 
lieved, by the accidental mixing of 
two powerful chemicals. 

‘At about 6 pm,, an explosion from 
the room they were in suddenly roek- 
ed the house, and smoke began to 
pour from the windows. French fire- 
men, who were on the scene a few 
minites later, broke into the room, 
and found it a shambles, with the 
two young men lying injured on the 
floor, near a table, They were badly 
‘burned and unconscious, "The fur- 
nilure in the room was wrecked 
and on fire, while the celling and 
Toot of the house were slightly 
damaged. 

‘The two students were taken in 
an ambulance to. the St. Marie 
Hospital, one of them dying on the 
‘way. The other is in a eritical condl- 
on, 

‘Aiter an examination of the pre- 
mises, it was believed that the two 
students were engaged in some form 
of study which called for the uso of 
a number of different acids and 
chemicals. It is thought that @ bottle 
of sulphuric acid accldentally we 
knocked off the table. Tt smashed on 
the floor, close to some. powerful 
‘chemical similar to chlorate of potash,

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NEW SYSTEM FOR 
COOLIE HIRE 


China Merchants Put Work 
Up for Public Tender 


Introducing a now system for 
coolie hire, the China Merchants! 
S.N. Co, on August 11 received its 
first "public tenders for the hand- 
ling of the coolio hire at. its 
wharves. No loss than. eight bids 
were made for the Lower Whart 
which is one of the most important 
wharves of the Company. 

‘Tenderers were required to quote 
their rates for handling charges 
according to a certain percentage 
of the tariffs that are now in effect 
at the various wharves for different 
kinds of cargo. It was discovered 
yesterday that the different tenders 
Fanged from as low as. 745. per 
cent, and as high as 95 per cent. 
of the previous cost. 

‘According to the provisions of the 
bidding, the China Merchants will 
pick the most experienced tenderer 
with the lowest bid. One qualified 
tenderer is picked to handle the 
colle hire, while another tenderer 
Is placed on the reserve list, 

‘The tinnpvation will de’ away 
with the “racketeering” ‘that has 
been prevalent in the matter of 
coolie hire. In the past it has 
been customary for a dock foreman 
to handle all’ of the colle. hire 
with the result that. diserimination 
ensued, some coolles being’ pleked 
it they paid in a tittle “squeeze” 
to the employer. ‘Those ‘who did 
hot pay were squeezed out and went 
without work on that particular 
wharf, Under the new system. the 
contractor will engage his own help. 

‘This move by the China” Mer- 
chants is in line with many other 
of the changes that they have made 
for the better in the past few 
months. Among other things that 
they have done is made their tea 
boys go to school to learn. their 
Work thoroughly. They have been 
subjected to medical and. physleal 
tests and those that were unfit for 
work were discharged, 

‘There was much furore at the

KIDNAPPED CHINESE 
LIBERATED 


‘Three Streets Simultaneously 
Searched by Detectives 


‘Acting on somewhat vague inform- 
ation, a large body of detectives and 
constables of the French Police were 
successful on August 14 in re- 
Teasing Hsiang Li, a wealthy Chinese 
who was Kidnapped from his resi- 
dence in Avenue Joffre at 5 pm, on 
August 1. Mr, Hslang’s house was. 
entered that afternoon by about halt 

dozen men, who rushed him Into 
a waiting car, which was out of sight 
before an alarm could be raised, The 
umber plates subsequently were 
found to be false. 


Information was recelved at 4 
Pm. by the French Police that 
the’ kidnappers were in a house in, 
elthor Route Bourgeat, Route Frelupt, 
or Rue des Scurs. ‘The informant 
id not know in which road the kid- 
Rappers most likely would be, nor 
did he know the number of the house. 
A. large squad of detectives and 
constables immediately was organized, 
however, and a house-to-house searel 
in all three roads commenced, 


‘As it transpired, the kidnappers 
were occupying two rooms on the 
first floor of 222 Route Bourgeat. 
Apparently they saw the arrival, of 
the detectives, and, realising the 
search eventually would reach the 
house they were in, they fled. Mr. 
Hsiang, selzing his chance, climbed 
out of a window, and ran across 
several roofs in his’ bare feet, slipping 
‘and scratching himself several times. 

Later, at the police station, Mr.

He 
was kept continually under armed 
guard, but was unable to give any 
clue as to the identity of his captors, 
whom he sald he had never seen be- 
fore. Evidence of the hurry ‘with 
which the kidnappers fled was pro- 
vided in the shape of two large 
calibre Mauser pistols, fully loaded, 
‘and some thirty cariridges, which 
were found in the room, ‘They man- 
aged to escape, however, and it is 
thought probably they mingled with 
the crowd which gathered to watch 
the activities of the police. 

‘Three suspects were arrested on 
the following day and two more au- 
tomatie pistols, of heavy calibre and 
fully loaded, were seized.

A ROBBER WOUNDED 
IN PISTOL FIGHT 


French Police Bring Down 
One of Gang of Ten 


‘An armed robbery on a larger scale 
than has been seen in Shanghai for 
some time, and which resulted in 
the wounding of one gangster by’ 
the police, occurred in the French 
Concession’ early on August 14, 
when, with the assistance of an 
inside accomplice, ten men, four of 
whom were armed, entered a Chinese 
Indy's house off “Route de Zikawel 
at about 3.30 am. The 82-year-old 
Indy, Mrs, “Kuo Zi-tse, four other| 
adulis, and six children, ranging in. 
‘age from six to fifteen’ years, were 
rudely awakened by the sudden 
entrance of the robbers, 

While the residents were menaced 
by the waving pistols, the robbers 
hurriedly ransacked the house, and 
stole the sum of $120 in bank-notes. 
‘As they left, apparently thinking 
they were pursued, they fired several 
shots down the alieyway, and these 
attracted the attention of some con- 


Wh | stables of the French Police stationed 


near the Zikawel block-house. 


‘The police hurried to the scene, 
‘and, opening fire on the fleoing rob- 
bers, succeeded in bringing down one 
with three bullets in his right chest. 
Credit for this accurate shooting is 
given to Brigadier 376 and C-P.C. $55. 
Approximately ten shots were ox: 
changed between the police and the 
robbers, but the latter, with the ex- 
ception 'of the wounded man, escap- 
ed. Fortunately, no police constables 
‘or passers-by were hit by the flying 
bullets. 

‘The wounded man was taken to the 
statiod, where he was identified as 
Neo Tso-tse, a 24-year-old sampan 
coolie, of no fixed abode. On him 
was found a large calibre automatic 
pistol, with four rounds in the maga- 
zine. He told the French Police that 
the gang had an accomplice in Mrs. 
Kuo's rickshaw coolie, who opened 
the door to them, and was to receive

JRC. REDUCES RATE 
OF INTEREST 


Rehabilitation Loan Fund 
Changes Charges 


A. biller controversy which has 
been raging for the past few months 
in the ranks of the local Japotiese 
community on the interest rate olt 
loans mado by the Rehabilitation 
Fund of the Japanese Residents’ Cor- 
oration was brought to a respite on 
‘August 13, when the executive Com- 
mittee of tho Counell of the Japanese 
Residents’ Corporaiioh agreed to re- 
duce the raie from 6 to 4% per cent. 

‘The reduction, according to tho 
plan, which was first proposed by the 
Couneil’s special investigation ‘com- 
mission, would affect only the “gon- 
eral” rehabilitation funds, totalling 
$3,700,000, 

‘The raie will, however, romain at 
6 per cent, on the “special” rehabllita 
tion funds, amounting to $500,000, 

‘The Rehabilitation Fund was estab- 
lished in 1932, immediately after the 
Sino-Japanese’ hostilities here, t ald 
the merchants affected by the boy- 
colt of Japanese goods, 

Last winter the JRC, which was 
administering the fand for the Japan- 
‘ese Government, decided to raise the 
original rato of'3 per cent, to 6 per 
cent, effective last Apri 

This action caused a storm of 
protest from local Japanese traders, 
foreing the Council of the JRC. to 
decide on a partial reduction in’tho 
rate. The change, officials of the 
RC, said, would ‘cost the Corpora 
tion “about $50,000 a year. 

The J.RC. will now apply to the 
Gaimusho, ‘through the local Con- 
sulato-General, for a permission 10 
carry out the’ projected change, 

‘The reduction failed to appease the 
borrowers, whose representative, Mr. 
Gonnojyo'Kazuno, called on Friday 
on Mr. Masusaburo Amano, head of 
the JRC, to demand that’ the rate 
be reduced to the original three por 
cent.

GOLD, THE ORIGINAL 
CHINA CURRENCY 


Position the Same as 2,000 
Years Ago 


‘That gold was'the original currency 
‘of China, and not silver, was stressed 
by Dr. K, Bloch, an expert of the 
League of Nations attached to the 
National Economie Council of the 
Nanking Government, in an_address 
before members of’ the  Shanghal 
Rotary Club at thelr weekly meating 
‘on August 13 at the Metropole Hotel. 
When he came to China, declared Dr. 
Boch, everyone thought that the eur 
reney' of China had been based on 
silver for an’ indefinite time, The 
gold currency, however, had’ been 
Introduced’ many ‘hundreds of years 
‘ago, about 100 years after the reign 
of ‘Alexander the Great. Tis. intro- 
duction led to a great decrease in 
the price of gold, and an increase 
Jn the price of silver, and the situa- 
tion in China 2,000 ‘years ago was 
that gold was cheap, ‘and silver was 
dear. “China was then on a gold cur- 
Fenty. 

Tn 1929, an American mission study- 
ing Chinese economle problems re- 
commended the introduction of the 
forelgn exchange currency, and when 
first introduced into China silver: was 
very cheap. When silver became 
dear, China was given an opportunity 
to reform her currency, and that 1s 
what she did. ‘The new currency was 
not the foreign exchange currency, 
In September, 1931, when the pound 
went off gold, prices throughout the 
world followed the movement of the 
pound, and gold suddenly became 
very dear indeed. ‘Gold production, 
singe the pound went off gold, had 
increased by 25 per cent, and was 
still steadily increasing. "When ‘the. 
increase in gold production com= 
‘menced, a new development followed. 
Ever since ancient times, the Far 
East had traded for gold produced by 
Near Bastern countries. ‘The increase 
in gold produetion should have led 
10 8 decrease in the priee of gold, 
Dut actually it dla not” 


British Currency Polley: 

Dr. Bloch referred to the British 
currency policy. Britain was a coun- 
‘try that had virtually gone off the 
Gold standard, ‘but "actualy had 
Jnvested a large amount in gold, ‘The 
prerent situation in China was ex- 
‘actly the same as it was 2000 years 
‘ogo. Silver wos dear, and gold was 
ehetp. During the Great War, de- 
elared Dr. Bloch, gold became’ very 
cheap, and prices rose tremendously, 
Futuro wars might” have. exactly 
the same offect as war preparations 
had already had, 

‘Asked what would be the result of 
8 decided ‘change in the polley of 
the United States, Dr. Bloch sald the 
view had been expressed that Ame: 

Ica's polley was harmful to China, 
He did not agroo with this suggestion, 
‘A change, however, would most prob- 
ably be ‘harmful to China, a she 
held large stocks of sliver. "In reply 
to a question as to whether, inthe 
event of war, the price of’ silver 
‘would yo up or down, Dr, Bloch sald 
that the silver value would go up, 
‘and the gold value would go dos 
Dr. Bloch was also asked wiat, would 
be the effect on the Chinese Govern- 
ment if the event of a rise in the 
rice of silver, 

He could, he sald in reply, give 
‘only what’ he considered 0'be a 
reasonable opinion. It was reason- 
able to suppose that the Government 
would be able to do nothing at all in 
the event of silver increasing in 
value, ‘Tho effect of silver smuggling 
would not cause a. fundamental 
change in international polley.. ‘The 
smuggling of silver would not be 
arried On to a very great extent, 
‘The quantity of silver would be de- 
creased by silver ornaments, ete, and 
Would be kept, and not sold for the 
purpose of being smuggled. 



































CYCLIST KNOCKED DOWN 
BY CAR 


Another caso of “hit and run" driv- 
ing of which there have been a num= 
ber in Shanghai recently, occurred at 
‘about 10 a.m. on Aug. 12, when a car‘ 
proceeding in a northerly direction 
down North Szcehuen Road, near 
Dixwell Road, ran into a. cyclist, 
knocking him’ down, and drove on 
without stopping. ‘The driver of the 
ear is understood to have been a 
Chinese, 

‘The eyelist, who was not serlously 
injured, was’ conveyed to St. Luke's 
Hospital.

U.S. COMPLIMENTS 
CHINA 


Execution of Monetary 
Programme 


Washington, Aug. 10, 
China was complimented on the 
execution of her recent monetary 
programme by the United States 
Department of Commerée in ils 
world-wide review of economic 
conditions to-day. 

“On the whole, the new currency 
plan has been operated succesbfully,” 
the Department asserted, “and while, 
thus far, it has not been perfected 
in all Us dotails, the Government is 
strengthening its operation by ap- 
pointing from time to ume such 
boards and promulgating such addi- 
tlonal regulations as tend to promote 
is effectiveness. 


China's monetary programme, when 
it inaugurated last November, the 
survey continued, caused on imme- 
iate improvement in banking circles, 
“although the increased prices of 
commodities and of copper coins 
hhad an adverse effect on the masses.” 


Significant developments affecting 
China's economic programme in 
1995, the Department pointed out, 
ineluded “the substantial: advance 
in political consolidation, combined 
with the undiminished activity of Ite 
Programme for reconstruction and 
fhe rehabilitation of the. prinelpal 
economic agencies. Both’ were 
achieved in spite of continued handi- 
‘caps, 
Internally, the Department eaid, 
“the country enjoyed an even great- 
er measure of peace than in 1634, 
while a large proportion of its areas 
came under the effective administra 
tion of the Central Government, 


Communism in China was kept 
“under fairly good control," the 
Department of Commerce asserted, 
In addition, the survey noted that 
the promulgation of the new Chi- 
nese constitution is expected to end 
the present period of political tutel- 
age under a one-party system and to 
make way for a system of representa 
tive democracy.—United Press,

Pertinent Inquiry 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonra-Cinxa Day News" 


Sim—In recent conversations and 
‘arguments with friends I have ven~ 
tured in all simplicity to put the 
following question to which I have 
not yet received any reasonable an- 
swer and I would now like with your 
permission to take it toa wider 
clrele, and derive more enlighten 
ment. 

‘The question is, what the next war 
(which is now regarded by masses of 
public opinion as inevitable) is to 
bring in gain to the victor. In other 

yords what will the next war be 

waged for? Will it be for money, 
territory or trade? 
Experience of the last war proved 
that indemnities and loans were not 
and could not be paid, and never will 
be pald. The financial and social 
systems under which peoples had 
lived for so long tottered, but did 
rnot actually fall, whereas after the 
next struggle ona scale vastly more 
shattering and carried on under the 
inhuman principles and conditions 
which are now being busily pre~ 
pared, the destruction will be terrific, 
‘and the phoenix that rises from those 
ashes will be a new and strange bird 
so far unclassed by ornithologists. 


‘Assuming the war to be over and 
won, and previously prevailing 
systems destroyed, the victor casting 
his eye over the territories he must 
now administer will be faced with a 
tremendous problem. Governing 
under one administration all the 
‘countries of Europe, with different 
codes prevailing in’ other parts of 
the world, seems to present a con- 
dition for which history has no pre- 
cedent,.and staggers the imagination 
of the average man. This is to raise 
a. Frankenstein indeed, especially 
when based on the accumulation of 
misery and impoverishment one 
anticipates. 

Further, if it is an increase of 
world trade that is the goal. one ob- 
serves that international trade 
ready shows the clearest signs of in- 
anition. When finance has been dealt 
the fearful blow that the next war 
must inflict, the cost of which has 
been derived from diverting regular 
trade to the purchase of armaments, 
‘what prospects of success are offered 
to the victor? 

One presumes leaders. of what- 
ever nationality (or shall we say 
rulers, not leaders) who are now busy 
prepating for their people's wholesale 
extermination on a grand scale, are 
‘also preparing means to carry on, 
and have their plans arranged for 
the benefits they will present to the 
victorious survivors. One must pre- 
sume that these rulers know before- 
hhand what victory will bring, if and 
‘when their aims are successful. 

Can you tell me, Sir, or will some 
kind friend or correspondent tell 
me what these benefits will be? 

Without daring to throw doubt or 
suspicion upon the works of the Great 
‘Minds who are to-day directing the 
destinies of mankind, presumably for 
its welfare, the little man-in-the- 
street is vaguely bewildered, fearing 
Perhaps should ho survive ‘whether 
as vietor or vanquished that the 
end will not justify the means.

boom” of unhappy memory. is to my 
otherwise disinterested “mind parti: 
eularly intriguing. 

‘Now the offering for sale of about 
30 to. 40 mow in the "Outside loads 
‘Area” is in itself Insignificant, but as 
Jou have treated it'as being of some 
Dublie Importance, T presume it. will 
hot be out of place to give the facts 
2 litle analysis, 

First it is questionable whether the 
rea mentioned, split up into about 
twenty. lots, is entitled to be reterred 
to as “Shanghal's latest sub-division.” 
Tn this connection It 1s not reallzed 
by ‘many that the Outside Roads 
Area—i.e. the Western section only 
AiS"apout ten per cent. larger than 
the whole of the International Seltle- 
ment, with its population of about 
160,000, Only "a. fraction. of this 
area has been developed, and practi- 
tally the whole of the remainder is 
fn. the market. for residential pur 
poses. It is necessary to bear this 
Very important fact in mind when 
considering the question of the “very 
Feasonable price” at which these few 
plots are. being offered. 

‘We are told that the plots measure 
from ‘slightly under one mow to 
nearly two mow, and that the small- 
fest cost $12,000, the larger ones 
fising to as high as $25,000. This 
ig, af near as makes no difference, 
£4500 per acre—t say it again, Four 
thousand. five. hundred pounds ster- 
ling per acre!! The question, which 
forces itsel€ on my mind is "Where 
{s the justification for such a price?” 

‘The reason for high’ prices with 
the ‘Settlement has been given 
“eecurity,” but no. such. argument 
applies in this case, Although "in 
proximity to exclusive residential 
Sistrlets” there Is nothing. to. stop 
Smoke-belching factories springing up 
slongside—Columbia Circle already 
has the benefit of a Chemical Works 
and one of our ex-Couneltlors ‘has 
a noisy factory next door to 
Hungjao Road residence! 

‘Although this estate is “thrown 
open tothe. public for resldentiat 
purposes” (sounds like well-matured 
patk-land being eut up for develop- 
ent) there is ‘no water supply— 
merely ‘the promise ‘of an artesian 
‘well it ‘all else fails. And “if and 
When the water service is made 
avaliable, will it not ‘be. there also 
{for all the other land tn the vicinity? 
In other words, will not the hundreds 
of mow all around be just as “suitable 
for residential purposes?” Apart 
from" a little windowedresting 
this property is no. diferent 
from the rest of the ‘farmsland in 
the outside roads anea—which, a3 
farm-land, ‘has next. to no eatning 
power and is worth only two. oF 
three hundred dollars a" mow, What 
hhas converted it suddenly into Atty 
times that. value? 

T have not the least desire to dis- 
patage this partiewlar property, and, 
3s you know, T have no competitive 
interest; ‘but’ as ‘one "who has, the 
welfare’ of this community. seriously 
at heart, T feel that any attempt to 
re-create the “land ‘boom atmos 
phere or to re-establish the high 
Drices talked about then should be 
definitely “discouraged. This com- 
munity's present Anancial difficulties 
are. very’ largely and directly. the 
result of the. boom follies and 
talke about “unfreezing the market” 
will ‘be useless. until that ‘fact Is 
Trankly acknowledged and we get 
down to sane figure 

T challenge the Real Estate fra 
ternity. to justify this latest “price

Another Interpretation 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonrt-Cuma Datty News" 


‘Si,—Your analysis of the state of' 
the land market and the plight of 
the mortgage system may be true, 
but it does not go far enough. Tt 
does not take into full account the 
cause of the lack of confidence to 
which you refer. ‘To my mind that 
is due to a complete distrust of the 
nancial and political probity of the 
Chinese Government. “Investors are 
unwilling to consider long term 
mortgages not altogether because of 
the dificulty of enforcing the terms 
under the present mortgage law, 
‘but from fear of stability of the cur- 
rency. Last October the dollar was 
worth 1/6% on foreign exchanges, 
In November “the important action 
taken by the Chinese Government for 
the nationalization of silver and the 
stabilisation of the dollar met with 
general approval,” quoting from the 
“North-China Daily News,” but what- 
ever that may mean the fact remains. 
that the Chinese Government by a 
stroke of the pen knocked the dollar 
down from 1/0% to. 1/2% in the 
space of one month, while the world 
Brice of silver remined much about

worth even that amount two or three 
years hence? None, as far as T can 
‘ee, so he invests’ his dollars in 
foreign curreneles and there they will 
stay, earning an attractive rate of 
interest if invested, for instance, in 
Chinese or Japanese loans and many 
another foreign security. 

T admit that I ean suggest no re- 
medy, for restoration of confidence 
demands trust in the Chinese Govern- 
ment. That I can see no prospect of 
achieving, whether among Chinese or 
foreign Investors. How can anyone, 
when, as your columns show, the 
‘Trade Mark Law is wilfully ‘inter- 
preted to encourage the devices 
‘against which that law is ostensibly 
designed to protect honest traders? 
‘And when one is advised by one's 
egal advisers not to take a case to 
court ag It would be throwing good 
money after bad.

SHANGHAI RENTS 
Comparison with London 


To the Bditor of the 
“Nomrt-Cinxa Dany News” 


‘Sim—As one so often hears that 
the rents charged in Shanghai com- 
Pare odiously with those abroad. It 
will be of interest to both the land- 
lord and tenant to study Agures 
concerning recent apartment housing 
schemes in London, I have taken 
the figures from the | “Architect's 
Journal," a reliable authority, and 
have chosen examples which are 
obviously not “super-flals” of May- 
fair, 

Dorset House, Marylebone Road,

‘The difficulty 
of orlentating the fats is overcome 
by ignoring the problem eltogether, 
It seems to be far more important 
to get as many flats as they can oh 
the site, ‘The bathrooms have no 
overhead shower, there are no 
electric refrigerators; and all fats 
fre unfurnished, ‘The rents of these 
flats range from £150 to £385 per 
annum, that is $208 to $535 per 
mont)

Dr. Bloch’s Address 


To the Editor of the 
“Nomru-Cumna Day News" 
Si—The *N.CDN." of the 14th 
inst, published an interesting account 
of the Rotary specch of Dr. E, Bloch, 
League's expert attaching to the Na- 
tional Economie Council. From the 
first, Dr. Bloch made the valuable 
servation that gold currency hod 
been introduced ia this country 
hhundreds of years ayo, about a cen~ 
tury after the reign of Alexander the 
Great. But to add as he did that its, 
Introduction ted, to a situation of 

cheap gold, Dr. Bloch seemed to 
making a quecr statement. Indeed, 
Whatever might have been the causes 
which administered to the cheapness 
of gold, the increase in ite monetary 
use could certainly never render gold 
cheap. 

Dr. Bloch then compared the pres 
‘ent situation in China to that obtain- 
ing 2000 years ago when gold was 
cheap and silver dear. But to me it 
seems rather dificult to establish the 
ease that gold is at the present 
cheap whilst silver dear. By. the: 
time of Jesus Christ or a little before, 
‘about ten ounces of silver was re- 
‘quired to buy one ounce of gold; but 
now the ratio of exchange has almost 
‘come down to 80.1. Moreover, ever 
since tho middle of last year, the 
world price of silver showed a tond- 
Jeney to fall; but within the same 
period, that ‘of gold has continued 
Jalmost without pereeptable changes. 
If any conclusion could be drawn: 
from these facts, it rather is that: 
Jgold has appreciated while silver is 
depreciating. 

In reply to the question as to whe- 
ther, in the event of war, the price 
Jot silver would go up or down, Dr. 
‘Block sald that silver value would 
/go up and gold value would go down. 
Dr. Bloch here seemed to be reason- 
ling from the experiences of the last 
Great War. To me, if history ever 
repeat itself, it will probably be not 
in this case. To quote from Messrs. 
Warren and Pearson:

The 
‘more probable event, assuming in the 
case of war, an inevitable deprecia- 
tion in the’ various currency’ units, 
‘would be a concurrent rise in silver 
and gold, 

It is enlightening to hear from Dr. 
Bloch that a (downward) change in 
the U. 8. silver policy would most 
Probably be harmful to China, as 
she held large stocks of silver.” To 
this statement 1 readily concur. It 
should be pointed out, however, that 
here Dr. Bloch is entertaining, even 
implicitly, the assumption that both 
the Chinese price level and the ex- 
changes have severed their relation 
with ‘silver. ‘To be consistent, Dr, 
Bloch should " have abstained, I 
think, from further committing him- 
self fo the opinion that, in the event 
of a rise in silver, the Government | 
would be able to do nothing at all. 
For, what more need our Govern- 
‘ment do in such eireumstances than 
to sell its stock of silver and realize 
out of the transaction a better profit? 

Dr. Bloch might have good reasons. 
for his ideas. I regret not having 
the opportunity of being present at 
his lecture, On this account, there- 
fore, T suggest that you and other 
readers will regard the above not as 
a direct criticism of Dr. Bloch, but 
rather as a treatment of similar’ sub- 
Sects by a different author.

CHINESE ATHLETES 
CRITICISED 


Some Things the Mosquito! 
Press Wants to Know 


‘The Shanghai mosquito press, one 
of the strongest arms of China's 
Fourth Estate, has received reports 
of the string’ of defeats of the 
Chinese Olymple teams with keen 
disappointment and sarcasm, but 
still with faint hopes and encourage- 
ment for the future, 

Although none of the mosquito 
papers take cable stories from any 
8f the foreign news agencies, they 
‘obtain thelr information regarding the 
‘Olympic competitions from the "big 
Papers” and have commented exten 
sively on the results of the events, 

Ucularly those concerning Chinese 
Participants, 

A survey shows that probably never 
before has the Chinese press in. gen- 
eral taken such a keen interest in 
the Olympic Games as this year, this 
being chiefly due to the large number 
fof Chinese participants, inthe com- 
petitions : 

‘While the mosquito press critics 
generally agreed beforehand. that 
[China had no chanee in track and 
field events, they had, however, 
expected a better” display in the 
Dasketbot games and tn-a few ot the 

















Paintul Defeat 

They were particularly disappointed 
ft the first basketball defeat, when 
China lost to Japan. There ‘was a 
faint hope of getting to the semi 
nals in this sport and sting of 
defeat was more painful because the 
vietor was Jopan. Had it been some 
other country’ probably the mosquito 
ress would not have been so bitter. 

The members of the quintet, who 
were deseribed by the Central "News 
Special Correspondent at Berlin as 
“haughty.” came in for another 
attack when they lost in the second 
game to Peru. ‘The defeat of the 
soccer team at the hands of Britain 
‘was a foregone conclusion but some 
praise was dished out to the team 
for keeping the score so close. 





‘Times Doubled 


Individuals who came in for altack 
included Liu Chang-chun, the 100- 
‘metre sprinter, Paul Fu, pole vault 
champion, and’ Miss Yang. Sau-king, 
relly Chinese swimmer. ‘The press 
Was disappointed as none of these 
ational champions got placed in the 
heats and were eliminated from the 
first trials. One commentator asks 
Jwhether the national record of Liu— 
107 seconds—was accurate, and why 
he did not place in the Berlin heats 
‘when some runners did by 11 seconds 
fat. Another critic doubts the time- 
keepers in China, saying that probably 
the stop-watch was pressed a little 
Jsooner, just to make the record look 
ood and to please the runner and 
the publie. 

Paul Fu, who crossed the bar at 
41 metres at the last National Athletic 
Meet, merely reached the 3.75 metres 
mark at Berlin, which caused another 
critic fo doubt the actual record made 
in China, Miss Yang, who was 15 
metres behind the winner in the 100-

(Motorist to Pay £7 Fine) 

A fine of £7 was imposed upon 
Mr. Joseph Wilkinson by Mr. C. H. 
Haines, Registrar, in H. M." Police 
Court on Aug. 11’ on a charge of be- 
Ing under the influence of drink while 
driving a car at 815 am. on July 28 
at Szechuen Road Bridge. Defendant 
pleaded guilty to the charge. Inspec 
tor J, A. Isaacs presented the case 
fon behalf of the Shanghal Municipal 
Police, stating that defendant was

‘There he was asked dy a Sikh 
police constable “to produce his 
Heonce, but he ald not have it with 

+ him at! the time. ‘The constable rea- 
Uized that he was under the influence 
‘of liquor, and requested him to pro- 
ceed to the Central Police Station. 
After arriving there, a doctor was 
‘summoned by the sergeant on duty, 
and defendant was submitted to 
various tests, ‘The doctor came to the 
conclusion that defendant was under 
the influence of liquor, i 

Defendant, in his statement to the 
Registrar, sald that at least a week 
‘before the occurrence he was suffer- 
ing from boils, and on the Sunday 
night, the night prior to the alleged 
offence, he could not sleep at all. 
On ‘Monday evening, he invited some 
frends In to play ‘bridge, and they 
Played until about 220 the follow~ 
ing morning. During that time, he 
drank a couple of glasses of beer. 
“I still felt, groggy”, defendant de- 
clared, “and ‘could not sleep, 0 1 
eclded to go for a run in my cas 
He went into two or three cabarets, 
‘and consumed probably four, five or 
six bottles of ‘beer.

‘The maximum sentence for this 
charge was a fine of £50 or four 
months’ imprivonment, and it was a 
very serlous matter, the Registrar 
sald, 

‘The section of the TraMe Act 
ating to this type of offence had 
been specially designed ‘o prevent ac= 
cldents taking place, It realy was 
important that people who drove a 
car in Shanghai should determine 
very carefully whether they were fit 
to drive, As other means of trans- 
port were easily avallable, there was 
ho excuse for driving while in an 
uunat condition, 

‘As, however, there were no marks 
on the rickshaw, the driver went back 
after the accident, and no previous 
convictions had been recorded, he 
would Inflict-a fine of £7. He’ was 
compelled to take a serious view of 
the case, He did not want the de- 
fendant io go away with the impres- 
sion that this was o trivial offence.

A motion to show cause why a 
writ of ne exeat should not be issued 
to restrain Mr. Grant Mark from 
leaving China was withdrawn after 8 
lengthy hearing on the motion in the

‘August “10 with Judge Milton ‘J. 
Helmick presiding. "The motion was 
Introduced by H. D. Rodger & Co. 
attorneys, who are suing Mr. Mark 
for $13,580 for legal services. After 
the motion was withdrawn, the Judge 
set the case for hearing on Septem= 
ber 8, 

In introducing his motion, Mr. Rod- 
ger, representing himself, asked that 
‘witnesses be excluded from the court 
room during the hearing. Mr. and 
Mrs. EM. Mark, parents of the de- 
fendant, left the room. Later Mrs. 
Mark was called to the witness box. 

‘Mr. Grant Mark, defendant, was the 
JArst witness. In answer to direct ex- 
Jamination by Mr. Rodger, he stated 
{that he had originally intended to go 
to Now York on board the President 
Hoover, ‘but that in view of 
the fact that this case had been 
called, he intended to postpone his 
wip until the end of the month. 


Founded China Finance Co. 
Questioned as regards his associa- 











‘ton with the China Finance Co, Br. 
JBtark stated that he had started the 
firm and had had a quarter interest 


in the company as it was before 1930, 
when it was incorporated and capi- 
{alized at a greater amount of money. 
He said that his original interest i 
the firm had amounted to approxi- 
mately Tis, 50,000. After the incor- 
poration of China Finance for Tis, 
50,000,000 in 1930 he underwrote Tis. 
2,000,000, of the stock, he sald. 

‘Mr. Rodger asked Mr. Mark a num- 
ber. "of questions regarding his 
finances. Mc. Mark stated that he 
had transferred Tis, ‘500,000 to his 
mother as well as consigned to her 
all his ‘real property.

“Concerning his mother's account at 
the Chase Bank on which Me. Marie 
had the power of attorney up until 
October 11, 1934, the defendant told 
the Court’ that ‘up until that date 
hhe signed many of her cheques, but 
since that time he had not. Later in 
the case he stated that he often hand- 
led her receipts in the last two years, 
Dut that at no time hed he spent 
‘any of her money since his power of 
altorney was withdrawn, 


Mr. Mark's Lack of Income 


‘Mr. Rodger spent some time elicit 
ing information as to whether or not 
Mr. Mork had an estate or any sort 
‘of an income. ‘The defendant replied 
that he had no trust fund and his 
Me insurance, US. $25,000, brought 
‘no. income,

attempted her life and so oppressed 
fuer that che could no longer live 
together with him. Although the 
loriginal court said that testimony of 
the house-boy, mald-servant, watch- 
Jman and Jewish pastor produced by 
[Freda were not enough to prove her 
Jallegation that ‘Morris repeatedly 
assaulted her, choked her and secretly 
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ut poison and narcotles in the food 
with the intent to Kill her, and ine 
tended {0 eend her to a lunatic agylum 
for confinement (see Freda’s evidence 
feiven in Court on 10th January 1035), 
inspecting the record of proceedings, 
the maid-servant  Pinsasheo has 
staled in her evidence that she saw 
the new master (Morris) pushing the 
mistress (Freda) into the room with 
the intention of killing her. She 
further stated: “One morning when 
I was working in the room I noticed 
my mistress’ nightdress was torn. I 
Jasked her why. It was torn by the 
new master was the reply.”

The Ambitions of Mr. John Lewis: His Fight Against, 


the President of the A.F.L. 


Frost Oun Owx Conesrosoen 


Washington, July 15, 

Whether Franklin Roosevelt or 
Alfred Landon is elected next Nov- 
ercber to the White House (and re- 
ent test polls show that the result 
will be far closer than was expected) 
one of the most difficult problems that 
will have to be faced will be the 
growing ferment in the ranks of la 
our. ‘The organization of the Amer- 
ican’ industrial workers has never 
proceeded with any particular vigour, 
‘There was a brief spurt while the 


NRA. existed but far more 
workers joined company unions, 
and formed little independent’ 
organizations within each fac- 


tory, than joined the large unions 
aMliated with the American Federa- 
tion of Labour. ‘There are about 48 
million people gainfully employed in 
the United States. Out of these some 
Aftecn million are engaged in manu- 
facturing, mining and manual work: 
ind of these fifteen million only about 
four million belong to unions afli- 
ated with the American Federation of 
Labour. 

Only’ in one industry, coal mining, 
was there a vigorous and aggressive 
organization campaign carried on and 
that was due entirely to a black- 
haired,  beetle-browed Welshman 
from ‘whom a great deal will be 
heard in the future—John L Lewis, 

Lewis {s a man who would have 
found it easy to have made his way: 
fas an actor, He has a magnificent 
bass voice, supreme confidence in his 
ability to ‘hold an audience, and an 
‘uncanny sense of what the dramatic 
critics term “theatre.” He speaks 
slowly. If he wore timed it would 
probably be found that nearly 25 
er cent. of his speech was occupied 
with pauses. He has only one 
gesture, the right arm stretched out 
straight in front of him at” right 
angles, finger pointing. He will leave 
it there for several sentences a 























WIT suddenly sweep it in towards 
the Jeft shoulder. He has a passion 
for long words. He first became na- 
tionally’ prominent for continually 
referring to a strike as an “industrial 
imbroglio.” In his anxiety to use 
correct English he falls into common 
errors; “Labour's destiny concerns 
both you and 1." he wilt toll his 
audience. He is’ passionately inter- 
ested in scientife inventions and the 
wonders of nature, especially the 
former and fecls that all Americans 
should share In’ them. 
“E Am Not a Communist 


“Cam an American,” he told a 
group of journalists the other day, 
Tam not a Communist, Fascist or 
fan adherent of the philosophy of 
Nozi-ism. T am not a Republi 
Democrat or Socialist. T do not ac 
cept any theory merely because it 
comes from Germany, Russia or 
China, T do not reject any theory 
merely because it comes from Ger 
many, Russia or China, ‘The sole 
criterion by which I judge it is 
whether or no it will prove beneficial 
to the people of America. 

Were it not for the ambitions of 
John Lewis, the industrial front 
would be quieter, during the next

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FATHER SHANGHAI

When Gog (without Magog), 
Romulus (without Remus) and. 
Father Knickerbocker meet in the| 
celestial abode where the legendary 
founders of eities repose they will 
probably complete a bridge four— 
9% more appropriately give him a 
“eg” ina mah jongg game—with 
an obscure gentleman called Huang, 
Hsieh, or tae Prince of Tsunshen, 
Which conveys more to classical 
scholars, London, Rome and New. 
York possess these legendary fore 
fathers who assume full. repon- 
sibility and all the credit for what! 
appears at the present time, and 
Chinese history, which has’ pro- 
duced many surprising facts, is not 
without a clue to the personality of 
the man who founded Shanghal in| 
the days when rivers seemed to| 
have been erecks and creeks rivers, 
and political developments - were! 
Just a trifle more complicated than 
they are in Europe to-day. Lon- 
dinium and Romulus might be: 
somewhat offended at permitting 
the admission to this exclusive 
clrele of a person like Huang Hsieh, 
for there are regular rules of tradi 
tion and etiquette to be observed, 
but Father Knickerbocker, it is t0 
be sure, would display his broad- 
mindedness and sympathy owing to 
his comparatively young youthful 
Years and raise no objection, and 
40 the game would go on. 

Huang Hsich was a great man if 
ever there existed such a person. 





He was a great loyalist: he never 
orgot a favour: he was a devoted 
servant of the state: he was a 


diplomat of astuteness at a time 
when ingenuities and stratagems: 
were the ordinary course of a 
state's existence: he possessed ex- 
traordinary courage: he would have 
Made a good poker player by his 
ability to bluff at the eritical 
‘moment; but he seemed to suffer 
from the unreliability of family ine 
Jaws when he met his death instead 
of receiving the gratitude he ex- 
pected after his final act on earth. 
All this was in the days of the 
“Warring Kingdoms,” the semi= 
legendary period existing between 
BC. 400 and B.C. 250 before the 
Romans landed in Britain and many 
cities of great wealth, size and fame: 
to-day had not been conceived. 


An account of the life of the: 
founder of Shanghai contained in 
‘an old pamphlet recently unearthed 
provides the background for this 
sketch of Huang Hsieh, In the 
‘Three Kingdoms” period, China

He 
was hungry for territory, and eager 
for his captive to surrender a

‘Hsang Hsieh was not to be de- 
terred. He resorted to stratagem, 
marshalling his brains and heroism 
‘against the wrath and eraftiness of 
the king. ‘This faded account tells 
its own story:

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FUKIEN’S SMUGGLING PROBLEMS 


Japan's Sole Interest 
Manufactured Product 
By Hazon 


‘Any attempt to analyze the 
Japanese exploitation of Fukien re- 
solves itself into a study of smuggling 
and marketing. A tabulation of 
general business shows the following 
degree of Japanese control:

‘The list shows pretty clearly that 
the only Japanese interest in Fukien 
is an outlet for manufactured pro- 
duets; and a study of these imports 
naturally Jeads to the question of 
smuggling. 

Contrary {0 numerous reports in 
Shanghai, Fukien smuggling has 
steadily declined as the North China 
smuggling situation grew worse, At 
the present time British and Ameri- 
can oll companies are rapidly increas 
ing thelr ‘sales; Japanese sugar 1s 
paying duty for the first time in two 
years; ocean junks engaged In smug- 
ling ‘are seized every week and 
broken up for fre-wood; and the 
Pukien garrison of Nanking troops | 
‘making seizures by land and chop- 
ing off the heads of leaders, ‘These 
fare the facts, and no sensational 
writer in Shanghal ean deny them. 
‘the surest proof that smuggling 
hhus drastically declined in Fuklen 1s 
the official Japanese customs xeport 
from Formosa which lists all exports 
to China, both legal and smuggled. 
‘The following tnble shows the prin=

Chuangehow was in 2 turmoil; over 
three hundred men are sald to have 
been executed, including the leaders 
of the three most powerful rings in 
the province. 

‘The “clean-up” had one tragic 
aftermath. When the Nanking troops 
were ordered to the Kuangtung bor- 
der for possible warfare, the officers 
left their wives and children behind. 
The smugglers made a mob attack 
upon the home of one of the officers 
responsible for the executions, and 
murdered seven members of his 
family. Local hatred and bloodshed 
are the government's only rewards

In addition to the work of the 
Customs cruisers and the national 
troops, smuggling has been checked 
by the Japanese themselves. Accord 
Ing to reports in Amoy from Japan- 
ese, Chinese, and foreign sources, the 
Pescadore Tslands have now been 
closed to Japanese trading vessels 
because of the secret fortifications 
which are being erected. ‘The Pes- 
cadores were formerly the favourite 
point of departure for smugglers be- 
cause from these Islands, with a 
favourable wind, it is but a 10-hour 
sail to the Fukien coast, 

Still another factor in the decline 
of smuggling is the transport cer- 
Uineate system established by the 
Customs Service on June 3, 1990, All 
foreign goods imported through Foo- 
chow or Amoy must be covered by 
government certifleate for re-ship- 
ment along the coast; and the local 
police must issue a sub-certifeate if 
the goods are shipped inland. Both 
military” and civil police are em- 
powered to make seizures, and re- 
ecive 40 per cent. of the value of the 
Koods if no certificate has been se- 
cured, Although noseizures have been 
made under this new ruling, the 
threat has undoubtedly deterred ‘much 
of the interior smuggling. 
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‘The above flgures include some 
shipments from Formosa to Hong- 
kong or Shanghai, but the great bulk 
went to Fukden, and the decline re- 
fected in 1990 is very largely a de- 
cline of duty-free exports to Fukion, 
fas will seem reasonable from the 
facts given below. 

‘The heaviest blow to the smugaler, 
‘accounting for the recent decline, was 
the decision of the Customs ‘Pre- 
ventive Service on January 1, 1935, 
to destroy all junks which ' were 
seized while smuggling, Previously 
the service had been auctioning the: 
vessels at Amoy and the Formosans 
formed terrorist organizations to 
prevent bidders from exceeding $125, 
‘Thus the smuggler re-purchased his 
$7,000 Junk for 2 por” cent, of its 
value, and sailed back to Formosa 
for another load, During 1935, larg? 
junks seized and destroyed totailed 
455 without counting numerous small 
Sampans for shore service; so far in 
1036 another 47 have been — seized. 
‘There can be no question that the 
loss of over 200 junks, costing $7,000 
to replace, has beon a heavy deter- 
rent to the smuggler, 

Mn 1995 between 15 and 20 steam 
launches wore seized, but thus far 
in 1036 only 4 have been seized, and 
missionaries along the const report 
seelng very few. ‘The risk has ap- 
parently become too great, and a 
large number of launches are report- 
fd to have migrated to Dairen where 
the business Involves less risk, 

‘A second blow to the smuggler was 
the arrival in Fuklen of some new 
Nanking troops who refused to be 
bribed, and exeeuted the leaders of 
every smuggling gang in the vieinity. 
of Amoy. Actually what occurred 
was that the new national garrison 

chow, arriving in March, 











1930, was not informed of the 
smuggler’s understanding in the 
neighbourhood. A clan at Chio-sal 
operated over thirty junks, paying 


hhush money to the local troops; it 
considered Itselt too powerful to’ be 
touched. ‘The new Nanking oficer 
selzed the first shipment of 500 sacks 
of sugar that came through. Gangs- 
ters retaliated by murdering the 
commander. ‘The national troops 
were loyal to their officers, and had 
also received a part of the seizure 
as a reward; so the soldiers sur- 
rounded the home of the smuggling 
chief, wounded him twice, then took 
him ‘to the village square, chopped 
off his head, and erected it on a pole 
for all the villagers to look at. 
During the last three weeks of 
April the whole district about 
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In the case of kerosene smuggling, 
market conditions in Formosa have 
been partly responsible for the sharp 
decline. Japanese oMicials admit 
that throughout 1935 there was a 
hhuge surplus of kerosene in Formosa 
which these companies were dumping 
upon the Chinese market; in som 
cases the oll companies were financ- 
ing the smuggling. If three out of 
‘overy four junks were landed, a 
profit was made. ‘This kerosene sur- 
plus has now been exhausted, the off 
companies are no longer extending 
credit to the smuggler, the risk has 
risen, and 1996 shows an increase in 
logal’ Japanese ofl entering through 
the Customs. 

Despite all this evidence for the 
decline of smuggling in Pukien, it 
would be a mistake to conclude that 
smuggling is no longer important. 
One very interesting form of smug- 
agling has not been touched at all by 
the Customs service, and that is, the 
“runner” system on Japanese pas- 
senger boats operating between For- 
‘mosa and Fukien, On the deck of 
every incoming Japanese boat, a 
resident of Amoy ean observe a large 
crowd of poorly dressed men, from 

4o 180 in number, and each carry- 
four large bundles. This Is 
Japanese method of importing artif- 
cial silk, which was nearly as great 
in 1936 ‘as in. 1035. 

By agreement between the Japan- 
ese Consul at Amoy and the local 
Customs office, there may be not, 
‘more than 300 of these runners, each 
permitted to carry four bundles; each 
bundle may not exeeed four ‘cubic 
fect in volume. When the ship passes 
through Customs each man must 
present two of his bundles for in- 
spection and tax, while the other two

IN PHILIPPINES 


Speculators’ Market Ruled by 
‘Rumours

‘Small capitalists . in Shanghai, 
Hongkong, and even London, are 
being invited to invest in” gold- 
mining shares in the Philippines, 
‘The gold-mining industry in’ the 
Philippines is In a very prosperous 
condition. Sixteen ‘companies have 
been operating and in 1935 the total 
output amounted to something like 
‘£3,300,000 and it has been estimated 
that the Agures for 1936 will approach 
the ‘four million mark. Returns; 
for 1937 are already expected to be 
higher still, ‘The boom period in 
the gold industry in the Philippines 
started in September 1933 and un- 
doubledly fortunes were made, 

Unfortunately, authentic accounts 
of sudden acquisition of wealth by 
comparatively junior British resid- 
ents in the Philippines have aroused 
expectations which are being ex- 
ploited to encourage unwary speculs- 
tors. ‘The danger of this form of invest- 
ment was vigorously exposed not 50 
long ogo by Mr. F. O, Haussermann, 
vice-president of the Benguet Con- 
solidated Mining Co, who declared 
that the present gold market in 
Manila was almost entirely a specu- 
ators’ market, ruled by rumours in 
stead of facts.

‘cultivation all over the country at the 
same time while there is still a de- 
mand for production.

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CHINESE TRADEMARK RULES CHANGED 


New Interpretation Cause of Alarm: Registration 


Almost Valueless

‘The Bureau of ‘Trademarks has 
recently made quite a few new and 
alarming changes in the interpreta 
tion of the Trademark Law and con- 
sequently in the consideration ‘and 
examination of applications for the 
registration of trademarks have been 
adopted. 

‘The most important change hi 
been made in respect of the inter- 
pretation of Article 14 of the Trade- 
mark Law. ‘This article reads in the 
translation of the Bureau of ‘Trade- 





marks as follows 

“The right of exclusive use of a 
teademark-aequired by @ person shall 
not prevent another from Indicating hs 
foods In the ordinary way by means of 
hile own name, or trade name, or the

Up to a few months ago, this arti- 
cle was interpreted to the effect that 
any name and in particular firm or 
hong names could be registered asa 
trade mark subject to such trademark 
rights ‘being restricted by the even- 
tual legal rights of a third party, 
‘acting In good faith, to such name 
gr trade name. For instance, the firm 
“Samson Rubber Co,” could register 
the ‘word "Samson" as a_ trademark 
and acquire exclusive ‘rights, . but 
could not prevent a person, whose 
ame happened to be Samson, acting 
In good faith to sell the same goods 
with his private mame. appearing 
thereon. Owing to the fact that the 
firm o hong:names of foreign firms 
In China hardly enjoy any protection 
gn ecount of the ‘unsetled egal 
status of foreign firms, extraterritorial 
and non-extraterritorial, in China, 
the registration of the hong name was 
desirable in spite of the above cited 
restriction, for even if a firm were 
Yogistered with the Chinese authori~ 
ties, the firm or hong name is only 
protected within a radius of 80. ii

Fundamental Change 
‘A fundamental change has now 
been made. From now on, no name 
oF hong name ean be registered 
fa trademark. If it Js contained In 
trademark, no oxelusive rights are 
acquired in respect of it; anyone may 
use it whereby the question of good 
‘of bad faith as provided for in the 
‘Trademark Law" is entirely over~ 
Jooked, a fact which only too clearly 
appears trom protest decisions of the 
Bureau of Trademarks recently pub- 
lished. 

‘This interpretation appears to be 
entirely unjustified by the wording 
of the low, which tends to allow 
Foistration even. of names vor firm. 
and hong names subject to the rights 
of third parties acting in good fait. 
"The mattor is rather serious, for frm 
‘and hong names are of much more 
importance in China than anywhere 
cls, where fow buyers can read but 
understand the design of a combina- 
tion of letters or characters. ‘Trade- 
mark owners should rally to oppose 
such arbitrary interpretation of the 
Jaw and insist upon the former inter~ 
pretation boing followed, which seems 
to be the only reasonable one. 

‘Another innovation Iles in the 
demand that every application for the 
registration of trademarks for foreign 
medicine should state the form 
(liquid, powder, pill, ete.) in which 
the medicine is sold.’ The purpose of 
this demand is not quite clear. Is it, 
that the applicants should have 
analyzed thelr medicine in each form, 
it fs used, paying $28 for each analy:

‘Value Practically Nit 
‘The value of such registration 
would be practically nil, A medicine 
manufacturer registers in the for- 
eign medicines class and thus should 
have the option to manufacture and 
sell his medicine in any other form 
sooner or later. It is, indeed, high 
time that this further ‘sub-division of 
the classes which are already much 
more subdivided than reasonable, 
should be discontinued at once, the 
more so as quite a few trademarc a 
plicants or owners have recently re- 
ceived inquiries from the Burea of 
Trademarks if they are using thelr:

New Currency Policy 

‘Such a- dissonance between con- 
vention ‘and fact also impairs Mr. 
Lin's exposition of “the breakdown 
of the silver standard.” The official 
‘convention in that regard 1s that by 
fan Ingenious change of policy in 
November 1935, China was freed 
from her “silver chains.” Mr. Lin, 
with most careful observers, agrees 
that these “silver chains” ‘actually 
hhad been broken before, namely by. 
the “gentlemen's agreement” of Spring 
1935, ‘not to export silver and by the 
actuat suspension of note redemption, 
in the summer of 1935. What Teally 
happened in. November, was that 
finally realizing ‘the fait accompli, 
the Minister of Finance, after an orgy 
of well-informed speculation, accept 
ed the facts and began to act, accord. 
ing to them. It may be interred that 
the official position of ‘the author 
prevented him from. turning the 
oodlights fully on these facts which, 
though’ shortly indicated, are not 
alven the accent they deserve. 

‘The achievements of the new cur- 
reney policy are described clearly and 
very well indeed, although certain 
complicating features have been 
ushed into the background, like the 
establishment of a new bank of issue 
in North China, the place occupied 
by the Farmers Bank’ of Ching, the 
increasing Issue of subsidiary notes 
by quite a few provincial benks, ete. 


‘The Banks and T: 


‘The specific aims and means of 
monetary control are indicated very 
well, indeed, But the dificulties in 
the way of coming up to the slandard 
set by Mr. Lin, which are inherent 
factors of the ‘scelal, political, and 
economic structure of China do not 
seem to be suficiently emphasized. 
‘The analysis of fiscal policies might 
have been carried further, and the 
aieulties resulting from the peculiar 
structure of China's forelgn and do- 
‘mestle commerce, which stands in the 
way of modern banking develop- 
ments, also might have been em- 
phasized; for with forelgn trade pre- 
vailingly under the control of foreign 
firms with foreign banking connec 
tions, and domestic trade carried on 
generally with old-style methods, it 
Js diMeult to imagine, how a system 
of banking control based on the dis- 
count of bills of exchange could be 
established. “Proper and useful as 
the orthodox line of argument is In 
that respect, it requires adaptation 10 
special Chinese conditions which can- 
not be ignored. 

On the other hand, Mr. Lin's book 
fs stuffed with stalistieal material 
which is not easily assembled, includ- 
ing such materials as are generally 
accessible in the Chinese language 
only, and gives a very clear analysis 
of the tendencies and forces which 
dominated in China's financial history 
during the last three years. Especial- 
ly his exposition of the part played 
by the Shanghal banks is very lucid 
and interesting. Me describes how 
Sharghai beginning from 1929, Le, the 
tart of the world depression, sucked 
in the country’s liquid resources, how 
the banks were unable to find’ suit 
able and liquid oullels for the in- 
flowing funds and had to have re- 
course to financially unsound invest 
fhient practices, and how finally finan- 
ial machinery became clogged, when 
the depression proceeding from the 
interior definitely hit the coast, not 
only in the form of w concentration 
































of liquid funds at Shanghai, but now 
also in that of insolvencies and the 
‘whole chain of events resulting there- 
from, While Mr. Lin's description of 
the events puts perhaps too much 
Blame on the bankers, he gives in 
the whole a very clear statement of 
‘he situation and its resulls, 

Mr. Lin's book is certainiy up tilt
